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PREFACE. 


This  Guide  is  designed  to  exhibit  such  a 
view  of  the  Schools  of  Medicine  as  shall  enable 
the  Student  to  avail  himself,  without  delay,  of 
the  opportunities  of  knowledge  which  the  School 
he  has  chosen  can  afford  ; as  well  as  such  an 
account  of  the  Medical  Corporations  and  Boards 
as  he  requires  for  the  regulation  of  his  studies, 
with  a strict  reference  to  his  future  destination, 
in  the  exercise  of  his  profession. 

On  the  utility  of  such  a Guide,  it  would  be 
needless  to  insist.  It  has  been  long  called  for  on 
all  hands  ; and  some  attempts  have  been  made  to 
carry  it  into  effect.  But  the  works  published 
hitherto  have  been  too  limited  in  their  plan, 
and  too  much  confined  to  single  Schools,  to 
satisfy  the  wishes  of  the  Student.  Yet  the 
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eagerness  with  which  even  these  are  sought  after, 
proves  how  often  he  experiences  the  want  of 
information  sufficient  to  conduct  his  progress 
through  the  Schools  without  error. 

The  plan  of  this  Volume  extends  to  all  the 
Schools  usually  frequented  by  British  and  Irish 
Students.  Of  the  Continental  Schools,  Paris  only 
has  been  admitted  ; because  they,  Paris  not  ex- 
cepted, seem  little  fitted  for  the  Elementary  In- 
struction of  British  Practitioners,  and  are  visited 
usually  after  the  completion  of  the  Medical  edu- 
cation which  the  three  Metropolitan  Cities  of 
the  British  Empire  so  amply  provide,  and  at  a 
time  when  the  young  practitioner  has  become 
less  dependent  on  a book  of  this  kind  for  his 
guidance. 

Some  of  the  Universities  at  home  have  been 
allowed  a place  here, — not  on  account  of  their 
importance  as  Medical  Schools,  but  for  the  sake 
of  stating  their  Begulations  respecting  Degrees 
in  Medicine,  which,  obtained  from  some  of  them, 
aie,  for  certain  purposes,  more  useful  than  those 
which  the  Medical  Universities  themselves  can 
confer. 
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It  has  been  judged  most  convenient,  for  easy 
reference  to  the  information  sought  after,  to 
divide  the  Book  into  Tzvo  Parts.  In  the  First  is 
contained,  an  account  of  the  Means  of  Instruction 
in  Medicine,  at  Edinburgh,  London,  Dublin, 
Paris,  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen, 
and  St  Andrews,  together  with  the  Regulations 
respecting  the  Degrees,  Diplomas,  and  Certifi- 
ficates  granted  at  those  places.  In  the  Second 
Part  are  presented  the  Conditions  of  Admission 
to  the  Medical  Corporations  in  London,  Edin- 
burgh, and  Dublin,  and  also  the  Regulations  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  Boards,  and  of  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  East  India  Company,  in  regard  to  the 
Qualifications  of  Candidates  for  Medical  Ap- 
pointments in  their  respective  servifces.  To  this 
Part  is  appended  a statement  of  the  Pay  of  Me- 
dical Officers  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  and  in  the 
East  India  Company’s  Establishment. 

The  desire  of  the  Publishers  to  give  an  im- 
partial account  of  the  advantages  of  the  several 
Schools,  has  been,  in  some  degree,  opposed  by 
the  difficulty  which  has  occurred  in  obtaining 
full  information  with  regard  to  certain  Schools. 
In  a future  Edition  it  will  be  their  care  to  put 
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all  the  Schools  on  the  same  footing  in  this  re- 
spect.  This,  they  trust,  they  will  be  able  to  ac- 
complish, by  meeting  with  that  assistance  from 
the  Members  of  all  the  Schools,  which  thev  have, 
in  so  many  instances,  most  amply  experienced. 
And,  if  seconded  in  their  endeavours  to  procure 
exact  information,  as  changes  occur,  they  are 
confident  they  will  be  able  to  render  this  Guide 
not  less  useful  to  the  Student  than  beneficial  to 
the  Teacher  of  Medicine.

HOSPITALS,  DISPENSARIES,  &c. 


The  ROYAL  INFIRMARY  can  accommodate 
upwards  of  300  Patients,  and  may  be  divided  into 
three  great  departments,  the  Surgical  Wards,  the 
Ordinary  Medical  Wards,  and  the  Clinical  Wards. 
The  Surgical  Wards  contain  about  100  Patients,  who 
are  under  the  care  of  Andrew  Inglis  and  John  H. 
Wish  art,  Consulting  Surgeons ; George  Bal- 
l ingall  and  Adam  Hunter,  Acting  Surgeons  ; 
John  Campbell  and  Robert  Liston,  Assistant 
Surgeons.  There  are,  besides,  two  House  Sur- 
geons, or  Surgeons’  Clerks,  who  reside  in  the  Hos- 
pital. The  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  jn  the 
University  gives  Lectures  on  the  Cases  received 
into  these  W ards. 

The  Ordinary  Medical  Wards  are  under  the  care 
of  the  Ordinary  Physicians,  Dr  T.  Spens,  Dr  R. 
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Christison,  Dr  Thomas  Siiortt,  and  Dr  J.  Gre- 
gory. There  are  attached  to  these  Wards  three 
Physician’s  Clerks,  two  of  whom  reside  in  the  House. 

The  Clinical  Wards  can  accommodate  about  80 
Patients,  who  are  selected  from  the  whole  number 
of  those  who  present  themselves  for  admission. 
They  are  under  the  charge  of  the  Professors  of 
Clinical  Medicine  in  the  University,  who  are  at 
present  Drs  Home,  Duncan,  Graham,  and  Ali- 
son. In  the  Winter  Clinical  Course  of  six  months, 
all  the  four  Professors  are  engaged, — tw7o  under- 
taking the  duty  for  the  first  three  months, — one  in 
the  Male,  and  the  other  in  the  Female  Wards  ;and, 
in  the  next  three  months,  the  other  two  being  em- 
ployed in  the  same  way.  The  Summer  Course  of 
three  months  is  also  given  in  a similar  manner  by 
two  of  these  Professors.  Each  Professor  on  duty 
gives  two  Lectures  weekly  on  different  days  at  the 
same  hour.  Four  Clerks  are  attached  to  each  Pro- 
fessor. They  do  not  reside.  The  Clinical  Wards 
are  attended  by  the  Professors  in  Autumn,  but 
there  are  no  Lectures. 

***  The  Fever  Hospital,  Queensberry  House, 
is  not  open  to  Students  without  special  permission, 
being  designed  to  receive  only  such  cases  of  Fever, 
as  the  Fever- Wards  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  cannot 
accommodate. 


Regulations  respecting  Students  attending  the  In- 
firmary. 

1.  No  Student,  who  has  not  previously  takena. 
Ticket  for  ordinary  attendance  in  the  Infirmary 
can,  on  any  pretence  whatever,  have  the  privilege 
to  hear  the  Medical  Prescriptions  or  Clinical  Lee- 
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hires,  or  to  attend  Operations,  Dissections,  or  the 
like,  in  the  Hospital. 

jV.  B.  The  Fee  for  an  Annual  Ticket  is  L. 5,  7s. — 
for  a Perpetual  Ticket,  L.12,  12s. 

2.  The  Students  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the 
Journals,  for  taking  copies  of  Cases,  every  day  from 
11  till  12  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  from  4 till 
10  in  the  evening  but  the  Student  receiving  the 
books  shall  leave  his  name  with  the  Apothecary,  and 
shall  be  considered  as  answerable  for  them  till  they 
be  restored  : And  the  books  shall  not,  on  any  ac- 
count or  pretext  whatever,  be  carried  out  of  the 
Hospital,  or  be  written  upon,  or  otherwise  defaced. 

5.  Students  attending  the  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons, during  their  visits,  are  to  behave  with  decen- 
cy and  propriety,  keeping  their  hats  off,  at  all 
times,  avoiding  doing  any  thing  that  may  disturb 
the  Physicians,  Surgeons,  Clerks,  or  Patients. 

4.  Every  Student  must  keep  his  hat  off  while  he 

is  in  the  Operation-room,  both  that  it  may  not  ob- 
struct the  view  of  others,  and  as  a mark  of  respect 
to  the  Operator  : and  all  noise  of  any  kind,  in  the 
Operation-room,  must  be  carefully  avoided,  as  it 
cannot  fail  to  be  both  unpleasant  to  the  Operator 
and  hurtful  to  the  Patient.  ► 

5.  Students,  when  visiting  the  Wards,  are  on  no 
account  to  tease  the  Patients  with  unnecessary 
questions,  or  offer  any  advice  or  opinion  to  them, 
relative  to  their  Diseases,  as  Patients  have  left  the 
House  in  consequence  of  unguarded  expressions 
used  in  conversation,  by  their  making  enquiry  into 
the  nature  of  their  disease. 

6.  Students  are  on  no  account  whatever  to  go 
into  the  Waiting-Room. 

7.  If  any  Student  shall  be  guilty  of  infringing 
any  of  the  above  Regulations,  which  the  Managers 
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flatter  themselves  every  Gentleman  attending  the 
Hospital  will  see  the  propriety  of,  he  shall  forfeit 
the  benefit  of  his  Ticket,  and  the  privilege  of  ever 
attending  the  house  in.  future. 

Regulations  respecting  Dressers. 

1.  Every  half  year,  in  the  months  of  May  and 
November,  Dressers  and  Supernumeraries  will  be 
appointed  by  the  Managers  to  dress  the  Patients  in 
the  Hospital. 

2.  In  the  election  of  Dressers,  preference  will 
be  given  to  those  Supernumeraries  who  are  at- 
tested by  the  Surgeons  to  have  been  diligent  in 
their  office. 

5.  No  Student  can  be  appointed  a Dresser,  unless 
lie  has  had  a ticket  for  attending  the  Infirmary  for 
six  months  at  least  previous  to  the  election. 

4.  Students  who  wish  to  be  elected  Dressers,  must 
apply  by  letter  to  the  Managers  before  the  1st  of 
May  and  1st  of  November  } in  which  letter,  they 
must  mention  the  course  of  education  they  have  re- 
ceived, with  the  date  and  number  marked  on  their 
tickets 

Two  Physicians’  and  two  Surgeons’  Clerks  are 
elected  by  the  Managers  when  a vacancy  occurs, 
for  a period  of  two  years.  If  any  gentleman  is  un- 
der the  necessity  of  leaving  the  house  before  the 
expiry  of  this  term,  at  least  one  month’s  notice  of 
such  intention  must  be  given  to  the  treasurer. 

The  Clerks  board  in  the  house,  at  an  annual  rate 
of  L .52,  10s.,  paid  in  advance. 

The  Clinical  Clerks  are  chosen  by  the  Professors 
of  Clinical  Medicine  for  the  season,  and  do  not  board 
in  the  house.

Whereas  the  Masters,  Governors,  and  Court  of 
Examiners  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Lon- 
don, have  intimated  to  the  Managers  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary  of  Edinburgh,  That  they  have  lately  es- 
tablished a set  of  Regulations,  respecting  the  quali- 
fications of  Candidates  for  Surgical  Diplomas  $ and 
whereas  it  is  enacted  by  one  of  these  Regulations, 
That  no  individual  shall  be  examined  unless  he  pro- 
duce a Certificate  of  his  having  actually  attended  one 
of  the  Hospitals  in  London,  or  the  Hospital  of  Du- 
blin, of  Edinburgh,  or  Glasgow,  for  twelve  months 
at  least, — the  Managers,  desirous  of  having  it  in  their 
power  to  give  such  Certificates  of  Attendance  in  this 
Infirmary  as  shall  entitle  Students  to  present  them- 
selves to  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  London 
for  examination,  have  directed  that  a Book  shall  be 
kept  in  the  office  of  the  Porter,  in  which  every  Student 
who  may  wish  to  obtain  a Certificate  of  attendance 
for  any  specific  length  of  time,  shall  subscribe  his 
name  once  every  month,  and  that  a testimonial  shall 
afterwards  be  issued  by  the  Treasurer,  certifying 
the  actual  period  of  attendance  according  to  the 
number  of  such  inscriptions.  . 

N.  B. — The  Book  will  be  accessible  every  day,  im- 
mediately after  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  have 
finished  their  visit.

ATTENDING  THE  EDINBURGH  NEW  TOWN 
DISPENSARY. 

1st,  Each  Medical  Officer  may  have  Two  Pupils, 
who  must  have  attended  Medical  Classes  for  three 
Winter  Sessions  ; or  if  Apprentices,  for  two  Ses- 
sions, and  a Public  Hospital  for  at  least  one  year. 

2 d,  Applications  for  the  situation  of  Pupil  are  to 
be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Officers 
for  the  time  being,  to  whom  the  Fees  are  paid  ; but 
the  appointment  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Managers.. 
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3d,  Each  Pupil  shall  pay  to  the  funds  of  the  Dis- 
pensary Three  Guineas  for  three  months.  Five 
Guineas  for  six,  and  Eight  Guineas  for  twelve 
months  5 and  none  shall  be  received  for  less  than 
three  months. 

4 th,  The  duties  of  the  Pupils  shall  be,  to  attend 
punctually  at  the  Dispensary,  on  the  same  days 
with  the  Medical  Officer  to  whom  they  are  attach- 
ed, to  assist  him  in  registering  the  patients,  to  visit 
at  their  own  houses,  and  prescribe  for  such  patients 
as  the  Medical  Officer  may  direct,  and  to  perform 
the  dressings  and  lesser  operations  which  may  be  re- 
quired in  the  cases  of  their  own  patients. 

. 5th , If  called  to  any  case  of  urgency  in  the  course 
of  their  visits,  they  may  prescribe  for  it  till  next  day, 
when  they  shall  report  the  case  to  the  Medical  Of- 
ficer under  whom  they  act. 

6th,  The  prescriptions  of  Pupils  must  be  made 
with  a strict  regard  to  economy,  and  are  to  be  fur- 
nished from  the  Laboratory  of  the  Dispensary  only, 
and  signed  regularly  with  the  initials  of  the  Pupil. 

7 th,  Testimonials  will  be  given  to  such  Pupils 
as  require  them,  for  which  they  shall  pay  One  Shil- 
ling to  the  Porter  of  the  Dispensary. 

Under  the  superintendance  of  the  Apothecary 
of  this  excellent  Institution,  there  are  afforded  to 
young  gentlemen  most  ample  opportunities  of  com- 
pounding Medicines,  preparing  the  Prescriptions  of 
the  Medical  Officers,  and  performing  many  of  the 
smaller  operations  in  Surgery. 

The  Terms  of  Attendance  in  the  Laboratory  of

THE  BROWN  SQUARE  DISPENSARY 
gives  relief  to  about  4000  Patients  annually.  It  is 
designed  to  afford  instruction  in  Medical  and  Surgi- 
cal Practice  to  the  Students  at  the  Brown  Square 
School  of  Medicine,  and  is  under  the  care  of  the 
Medical  Gentlemen  of  that  establishment. 


The  Edinburgh  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Morning- 
side,  cannot  strictly  be  regarded  as  connected  with 
Medical  Education,  the  visits  of  Strangers  being  dis- 
couraged. But  the  arrangements  of  the  house  may- 
be inspected  along  with  a Manager  and  Member  of 
the  Medical  Board  ; and  as  every  Fellow  of  either 
of  the  two  Royal  Colleges  is  allowed  to  attend  his 
own  Patients  in  the  Asylum,  opportunities  some- 
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times  occur  of  seeing  the  practice  there  in  Mental 
Diseases.  A List  of  the  Managers  may  be  seen  in 
the  Edinburgh  Almanack.

MEDICAL  LIBRARIES. 


Every  Student  who  has  Matriculated,  is  entitled 
to  borrow  books  from  the  College  Library  on  mak- 
ing a deposit.

The  LIBRARY  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  is  rich  in  Medical  Literature,  much 
expense  being  bestowed  on  it,  and  many  valuable 
hooks  being  annually  presented  by  their  authors  to 
the  College. 


The  LIBRARY  of  the  Royal  Medical  So- 
ciety is  an  extensive  and  well  managed  Collection 
of  Medical  and  Scientific  Books.  It  is  indeed,  one 
of  the  chief  inducements  with  the  Student  of  Me- 
dicine to  enter  the  Society.  This  Library  is  open 
from  9,  A.  M.  to  6,  p.  m.  j the  Under- Librarian  is  in 
constant  attendance.  New  Publications  are  kept  a 
fortnight  on  the  table.  Eight  books  are  allowed  at 
once  in  winter,  twelve  in  summer.  At  the  end  of 
a fortnight,  books  wanted  by  other  Members  are 
called  in  under  a penalty. 


The  LIBRARY  of  the  Royal  Physical  So- 
ciety, although  not  equal  to  that  of  the  Royal  Me- 
dical Society  in  point  of  Medical  Books,  abounds 
more  in  works  of  General  Literature.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION  TO  THE  MUSEUM. 

By  the  Laws  of  the  College,  it  is  directed,  that 
the  Museum  shall  be  open  for  inspection  every 
Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday,  and  Saturday,  from 
Twelve  till  Four  o’clock,  for  which  Tickets  of  Ad- 
mission will  be  issued  by  the  Conservator,  accord- 
ing to  the  subsequent  Regulations. 

Fellows  of  the  College  shall  have  admission  to 
the  Museum  at  all  times  that  it  is  open  for  inspec- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  introduce  their  friends, 
either  personally  or  by  letter,  to  the  Conservator. 

The  Professors  of  the  University,  Fellows  of  the 
College  of  Physicians,  and  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Army  and  Navy,  may  have  access  to  the  Museum 
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every  Monday  and  Friday,  from  Twelve  till  Two 
o’clock. 

Licentiates  of  the  College,  and  Apprentices  of 
Fellows,  may  have  access  to  the  Museum  every 
Monday  and  Friday  from  Two  till  Four  o’clock,  as 
also  at  the  hours  on  those  days  that  it  is  regularly 
open  for  the  admission  of  Students* 

Students  of  Medicine  may  have  access  to  the 
Museum  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  between  the 
hours  of  Twelve  and  Four  o’clock. 

The  Conservator  shall  have  power  occasionally  to 
allow  an  extra  hour,  when  the  Museum  is  not  other- 
wise occupied,  for  the  admission  of  Fellows  giving 
Lectures,  and  their  Pupils,  upon  producing  their 
annual  tickets  of  admission  to  the  Museum,  when 
these  Lecturers  wish  to  illustrate  any  particular  sub- 
ject by  preparations  in  the  Museum.  Such  extra 
hours  shall  be  allotted  according  to  priority  of  appli- 
cation. 

Professors  of  the  University,  Fellows  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians,  and  Medical  Officers  of  the  Ar- 
my and  Navy,  shall  have  free  admission,  by  ticket 
obtained  by  application  from  the  Conservator. 

Licentiates  of  the  College,  and  Apprentices  of 
Fellow’s,  by  producing  testimonials  of  their  being  so. 
Students  attending  the  Lectures  of  Fellow's,  by  pro- 
ducing their  class  tickets,  and  paying  the  sum  of 
Five  Shillings,  and  other  Students  of  Medicine,  by 
paying  Ten  Shillings,  shall  receive  annual  tickets  of 
admission  to  the  Museum,  according  to  the  forego- 
ing Regulations. 

Any  Gentleman  may  have  access  to  the  Mu- 
seum, upon  making  application  fora  ticket  of  admis- 
sion from  the  Conservator,  which  shall  specify  the 
day  and  hours  at  which  the  bearer  will  be  admitted.

The  ROYAL  MEDICAL  SOCIETY  has  ex- 
isted for  a space  little  short  of  an  hundred  years, 
and  has  held  all  along  a material  influence  in  ex- 
tending and  supporting  the  celebrity  of  the  Edin- 
burgh School  of  Medicine.  The  admission  of  Mem- 
bers  is  by  ballot  j but  no  Student  of  respectable 
character  is  refused  ; and  as  most  of  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  in  Edinburgh,  and  a great  part  of  the 
Students  of  Medicine,  are  Members,  he  can  find  no 
difficulty  in  getting  himself  proposed  for  election. 
The  Meetings  are  held  at  Seven  o’clock  every  Fri- 
day Evening  during  the  Winter  Session,  in  the  Hall 
of  the  Society  in  Surgeons’  Square.  Incidental  Me- 
dical Communications  are  first  read  and  commented 
on ; then  a Dissertation  on  some  Medical  Subject, 
before  fixed  on,  is  read  by  a Member,  and  a Debate 
ensues.  The  subjects  of  the  Dissertations  to  be 
read  in  every  Session  are  allotted  before  the  close  of 
the  previous  Session.  Copies  of  the  Dissertation 
are  circulated  among  the  Members  previous  to  the 
reading  of  it  in  the  Society.

Fines  are  exacted  for  non-attendance.  When  a

Its  objects  are  chiefly  the  reading  and  discussing 
of  Papers  relating  to  Natural  Philosophy,  Natural 
History,  and  Literature,  and  the  exhibition  of  Im- 
provements by  experiment,  and  of  New  Inventions 
in  the  Arts  and  Sciences.  The  Entrance  Money  is 
One  Guinea.  The  Meetings  are  held  every  Tues- 
day Evening  at  a Quarter  past  Seven  o’clock,  from 
November  to  the  end  of  July,  in  the  Society’s  Hall, 
Richmond  Street.  There  are  no  fines  for  non- 
attendance,  and  the  Papers  for  discussion  are  vo- 
luntary. 


The  PLINIAN  SOCIETY,  established  in  1823, 
is  composed  chiefly  of  Students  of  Medicine.

As  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  ena- 
bles the  Student  to  obtain  the  Degree  of  Doctor  in 
Medicine  after  three  years  study,  the  Regulations 
respecting  that  Degree  are  here  inserted  : 


REGULATIONS  FOR  PASSING  MASTERS 
OF  ARTS. 

After  considering  a Report  from  the  Faculty 
of  Arts,  the  Senatus  Academicus  enacted, 

1 That,  except  on  extraordinary  occasions,  after 
mentioned,  Masters  of  Arts  be  made  Twice  a year 
only.  ► 

2.  That  the  Candidates  for  the  Degree  give  in 
their  names  a fortnight  before  the  third  Saturday 
of  December,  and  the  last  Saturday  of  March. 

3.  That  they  he  examined  by  each  Member  of 
the  Faculty,  a week  at  least  before  the  Faculty 
recommend  them,  if  they  be  found  qualified,  to  the 
Senatus  Academicus. 

4.  That  the  Members  of  the  Faculty  meet  in  the 
University  Chambers,  at  Noon,  on  the  third  Satur- 
day of  December,  and  the  last  Saturday  of  March, 

i) 
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annually,  to  determine  which  of  the  Candidates  shall 
he  recommended  to  the  Senatus  Academicus,  as 
qualified  in  their  opinion  to  obtain  the  Degree  of 
Master  of  Arts. 

5.  That  no  one  be  admitted  a Candidate  till  he 
ha^e  attended  a University  Four  regular  Sessions. 

6.  That  a regular  course  of  Literature,  compre- 
hending Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  Logic,  Rhe- 
toric, Moral  and  Natural  Philosophy,  be  required. 

7.  That  Candidates  from  other  Universities  pro- 
duce Certificates  of  having  attended  the  requisite 
Classes. 

8.  That  extraordinary  cases  be  first  referred  to 
the  Senatus  Academicus  before  the  Candidate  be 
examined  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts.

TRANSLATION  OF  THE  REGULATIONS 
AS  TO  DEGREES  IN  MEDICINE, 

The  Statutes  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
with  regard  to  Degrees  in  Medicine,  are  in  the  La- 
tin language.  The  following  is  the  substance  of 
them  in  English. 

I.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  I 
Doctor  in  Medicine  who  has  not  studied  Medicine  f 
for  the  space  of  four  years,  during  at  least  six 
months  annually,  either  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh or  in  some  other  University  where  the  degree  I 
of  M.  D.  is  given,  excepting  in  the  following  cases  : 
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1.  That  of  those  who  have  already  obtained  the  de- 
gree of  Master  of  Arts  in  any  Scotch  University,  or 
an  equivalent  degree  in  some  other  University,  af- 
ter having  devoted  four  years  to  Literature  and 
Philosophy,  previous  to  the  commencement  of  their 
Medical  Studies. 

2.  That  of  those  who,  besides  three  years  Study 
of  Medicine  in  a University,  have  also  attended,  for 
at  least  six  months  of  another  year,  the  Medical  or 
Surgical  Practice  of  some  General  Hospital  which 
accommodates  at  least  eighty  patients. 

S.  That  of  those  who  have  served  at  least  one 
year  as  Medical  Officers  in  the  British  Army  or  Navy, 
or  in  the  East  India  Company’s  Service. 

Those  who  come  under  any  of  these  excep- 
tions are  permitted  to  obtain  the  Degree  of  Doctor, 
after  three  years’  study  in  this,  or  in  some  other 
University,  such  as  is  above  defined. 

II.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Examina- 
tions required  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor,  who  has 
not  given  sufficient  evidence, — 

l.tf,  That  he  has  studied,  once  at  least,  each  of 
the  following  departments  of  MedicalfScience,  under 
Professors  of  Medicine  in  this  or  in  some  other  Uni- 
versity, as  already  defined,  viz. — 


Anatomy  and  Surgery, 
Chemistry, 

Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  |

IV.  Every  one  who  proposes  himself  a Candidate 
for  a Degree  in  Medicine,  must  deliver,  before  the 
24th  of  March,  in  that  year,  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  : — 

First,  A Declaration,  in  his  own  hand-writing, 
to  the  effect,  that  he  is  21  years  of  age,  or  will  at- 
tain that  age  before  the  day  of  Graduation  ; and 
that  he  is  not  apprenticed  to  any  Surgeon  or  other 
< master. 

Secondly , An  account  of  his  Studies,  as  well  in 
Literature  and  Philosophy  as  in  Medicine,  ac- 
companied with  proper  Certificates. 

Thirdly , A Latin  Medical  Dissertation  composed 
by  himself  j to  be  perused  by  a Professor  appointed 
by  the  Dean,  and  to  be  subject  to  his  approval. 

V.  Every  Candidate,  before  he  shall  be  examin- 
ed in  Medicine,  must  satisfy  the  Medical  Faculty, 
at  a private  meeting  convened  for  the  purpose, 
that  he  has  attained  a competent  knowledge  of 
the  Latin  language.  If  he  is  not  foqnd  to  be  pro- 
perly qualified  in  this  respect,  the  examinations  re- 
quisite for  a Degree,  which  are  conducted  principally 
in  Latin,  will  not  be  gone  into.  But  if  the  Pro- 
fessors are  satisfied  on  this  point,  they  will  immedi- 
ately proceed  to  examine  him,  either  “ viva  voce,” 
or  in  writing,  on  the  various  departments  of  Medi- 
cal Science. 

VI.  If  any  one,  at  this  private  examination,  shall 
be  found  unfit  to  receive  the  Degree,  he  must  study 
for  another  year  two  of  the  subjects  prescribed  above, 
(Sect  II.)  under  Professors  of  Medicine,  either  in 
this  or  in  some  other  University,  as  above  defined, 
before  he  can  be  admitted  to  another  examination. 

d2 
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Vn.  If  the  Candidate,  at  this  private  examina- 
tion, shall  be  found  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
further  trials,  he  will  immediately  receive  two  Cases 
of  Disease,  with  Questions  subjoined,  on  which  he  is 
to  write  Commentaries  in  Latin,  and  return  them 
within  ten  days  to  the  Professors  proposing  them  ; 
and  on  the  6th  day  of  July  he  shall  defend  these  be- 
fore the  Medical  Faculty. 

VIII.  After  passing  the  first  examination,  he  is 
allowed,  but  not  required,  to  put  his  Thesis  to  the 
press.  Forty  copies  of  every  Dissertation,  which  is 
printed,  must  be  delivered,  on  the  6th  day  of  July, 
to  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

IX.  If  the  Candidate,  at  the  second  examination, 
shall  have  again  satisfied  the  Medical  Faculty,  the 
Dean  will  lay  the  proceedings  before  the  Senatus 
Academicus,  by  the  authority  of  which,  he,  on  the 
1 1th  day  of  July,  will  be  called  on  to  defend  his 
Thesis.  Finally,  if  the  Senate  shall  think  fit,  he 
will  be  admitted,  on  the  12th  day  of  July,  to  the 
Degree  of  Doctor,  the  highest  honour  in  Medicine. 

X.  The  Medical  Faculty,  on  the  days  here  ap- 
pointed, will  assemble  at  10  o’clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, within  the  University.  And  no  Candidate,  un- 
less a sufficient  reason  is  assigned,  shall  absent  him- 
self at  the  appointed  hour,  on  pain  of  being  refused 
his  Degree  at  that  Graduation. 

N.  B. — Those  parts  of  the  above  Regulations 
which  were  first  imposed  by  the  Statutes  published 
in  1825,  are  not  made  imperative  on  those  wrho  had 
commenced  their  Medical  Studies  before  that  time. 
These  parts  are,  the  4th  year  of  study,  (§  L) ; the  at- 
tendance on  Midwifery,  and  on  the  two  Classes  al- 
lowed to  be  selected  from  the  five  enumerated  in 
§ II.  Art  2. ; the  additional  Hospital  attendance 
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required  by  § II.  Art.  4.  j and  compulsory  attend- 
ance one  Session  at  Edinburgh,  required  by  § III.

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REGULATIONS 

OF  TUE 

ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  SURGEONS, 

AS  TO  DIPLOMAS. 


Surgeons'  Hall, 
Edinburgh,  July  1829. 

In  enacting  and  publishing,  from  time  to  time,  Regulations,  re- 
specting the  Course  of  Study  to  be  followed  by  Candidates  for 
Surgical  Diplomas,  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh 
have  been  uniformly  anxious  to  evince  to  the  Public,  their  de- 
sire to  adopt  measures  calculated  to  improve  the  education  of 
those  who  are  hereafter  to  have  the  care  of  the  health  of  the 
Community.  Accordingly,  in  the  present  Regulations,  the  ob- 
ject of  the  College  has  been,  to  determine  the  extent  and  du- 
ration of  the  Course  of  Study,  which,  in  the  present  advanced 
state  of  medical  science,  they  consider  necessary  to  enable  the 
Student  to  enter  on  the  duties  of  his  profession  with  credit  to 
himself  and  advantage  to  the  Public. 

The  Royal  College  are  also  fully  aware,  how  much  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Student,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  various  branches 
oCmedical  science,  must  depend  upon  the  direction  of  his  early 
studies ; and,  under  this  conviction,  they  wish  earnestly  to  im- 
press on  the  minds  of  parents  and  others,  how  important  it  is 
to  the  interest  of  the  Public,  and  to  the  future  comfort  and  re- 
spectability of  the  practitioner,  that  all  who  apply  to  the  study 
of  Surgery  should  have  the  benefit  of  a liberal  education.  In 
addition,  therefore,  to  the  positive  Regulations  on  that  head 
pow  adopted  by  the  College,  they  are  inclined  to  hope,  that 
Medical  Practitioners  in  every  part  of  the  country  will  be  dis- 
posed to  second  their  endeavours,  to  encourage  the  young  men 
who  are  placed  under  their  care,  or  who  may  apply  to  them 
for  advice,  in  the  study  of  the  Latin , Gteek,  and  Modern  Lan- 
guages, and  of  the  elements  of  Mathematics  and  Natural 
Philosophy,  as  the  best  preparation  for  their  entering  upon  a 
course  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Education.  And  they  strongly 
recommend  to  their  own  Fellows,  and  to  other  Practitioners, 
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not  to  take  any  young  man  as  an  apprentice,  until  he  shall 
have  gone  through  this  preliminary  course. 

While  they  thus  recommend  in  the  strongest  manner  an  at- 
tention to  these  preliminary  branches  of  instruction,  the  Col- 
lege wish  to  remind  the  Public,  that  the  profession  of  Surgery 
i>  a practical  art,  which  cannot  be  acquired  without  continued 
personal  intercourse  with  the  sick  ; and  this,  they  believe,  can 
best  be  obtained  by  serving  an  Apprenticeship  to  a regular 
Practitioner,  under  whose  inspection  young  men  may  not  only 
prosecute  their  studies  with  the  greatest  advantage,  but  have 
frequent  opportunities  of  being  conversant  with  the  sick,  and 
of  assisting  in  preparing  and  applying  the  means  used  for  their 
recovery.  The  College  farther  hope,  that  every  Master  will 
direct  his  Apprentices  as  to  the  classes  which  they  ought  to  at- 
tend, and  the  books  which  they  ought  to  read  ; that  he  will 
occasionally  subject  them  to  examination,  to  ascertain  their 
progress  in  the  different  branches  of  their  education  ; and  that 
he  will  explain  the  nuture  of  the  cases  which  they  are  at- 
tending under  his  superintendence. 

The  College  have  marked,  with  much  satisfaction,  the  gra- 
dually increasing  knowledge  and  attainments  of  those  who  pre- 
sent themselves  for  examination  at  Surgeons’  Hall ; And  they 
are  inclined  to  hope,  that  the  observance  of  the  Regulations 
now  enacted  will  have  a tendency  to  maintain,  and  to  increase 
the  anxiety  of  Candidates  to  raise  their  acquirements  to  the 
highest  attainable  standard.  The  College  are  at  the  same 
time  aware,  that  no  Regulations  which  they  can  adopt  will 
effect  this  desirable  end,  unless  they  are  seconded  by  the  influ- 
ence of  parents  and  guardians,  and  by  the  strenuous  exertions 
of  those  who  are  devoting  themselves  to  the  study  of  the  ardu- 
ous and  responsible  profession  of  surgery. 

On  this  account,  the  College  have  now  directed  their  Regu- 
lations to  be  printed  and  circulated  as  widely  as  possible,  in 
order  that  all  persons  interested  may  be  informed  of  the  nature 
und  extent  of  the  course  of  study  required  of  those  who  mean 
to  become  Candidates  for  the  Diploma  of  the  College  ; and 
that  the  public  at  large  may  be  enabled  to  estimate  the  extent 
of  professional  attainments  which  the  possession  of  that  Diplo- 
ma necessarily  implies. 
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SCHOOLS  OF  MEDICINE,  COURSES  OF  LECTURES, 
QUALIFICATIONS  OF  TEACHERS,  &C, 

Every  Candidate  for  a Surgical  Diploma  must  have  fol- 
lowed his  Studies  in  a University,  or  Established  School  of 
Medicine  ; or  in  a Provincial  School  specially  recognized  by 
the  College,  and  which  shall  conform  to  such  laws  and  regu- 
lations as  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted. 

Under  the  title,  Established  School  of  Medicine,  are  com- 
prehended all  places  in  this  country  where  Diplomas  in  Sur- 
gery are  granted,  and  such  Foreign  Schools  as  are  acknow- 
ledged by  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  countries  where 
they  exist. 

No  Provincial  School  shall  be  recognised  where  there  is  not 
a General  Hospital,  containing  at  least  eighty  beds,  at  which 
regular  Medical  and  Surgical  attendance  is  given,  and  where 
there  are  not  established  Courses  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy  and 
Chemistry. 

No  Course  of  Lectures  given  at  a Provincial  School  shall 
be  recognised,  unless  it  be  of  the  same  extent  and  duration  as 
the  Course  required  on  the  same  subject  in  Edinburgh. 

The  extent  and  period  of  study  allowed  to  be  gone  through 
at  a Provincial  School,  will  be  regulated  by  the  means  and  fa- 
cility of  study  which  the  College  receive  evidence  of  its  afford- 
ing ; but,  in  all  cases,  at  least  two  Winter,  or  one  Winter 
and  two  Summer  Sessions  of  the  course  of  study  required  for  a 
Diploma,  must  be  passed  at  a University,  or  at  one  of  the  Es- 
tablished Schools  of  Medicine. 

In  Edinburgh,  the  Lectures  to  be  attended  as  part  of  the 
Surgical  Curriculum  shall  be  delivered  by  Professors  in  the 
University,  or  Fellows  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  or 
Surgeons  there:  and  elsewhere,  by  Professors  of  Universities, 
or  by  Fellows  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh, 
and  Fellows  or  Licentiates  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physici- 
ans of  London  and  Dublin,  by  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Colleges 
of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  London,  and  Dublin,  and  of  the  Fa- 
culty of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow ; and  by  persons 
holding  a Medical  Degree  or  Surgical  Diploma,  whose  Courses 
of  Lectures  have  been  recognized  by  the  College  on  special 
application. 

No  tickets  of  a Professor  or  Lecturer  shall  be  recognized, 
who  teaches  more  than  two  of  the  branches  required  by  the

College  ; bul  Anatomy,  with  Practical  Anatomy,  arid  Che- 
mistry, with  Practical  Chemistry,  shall  each,  in  reference  to 
this  regulation,  be  considered  as  one  branch. 


COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Every  Candidate  for  the  Diploma  of  the  Royal  College, 
either  previously  to,  or  during  his  medical  education,  must 
have  received  regular  instructions  in  the  Elements  of  Mathe- 
matics ; and  must  have  attended  a course  of  Mechanical  Phi- 
losophy of  at  least  three  months’  duration,  delivered  by  a Pro- 
fessor of  that  branch  in  a University,  a Lecturer  in  a Public 
Institution,  or  a Teacher  specially  recognized  by  the  College. 

The  Candidates  must  have  attended  the  following  separate 
-and  distinct  Courses  during  a period  of  at  least  four  Winter 
Sessions,  or  three  Winter  and  three  Summer  Sessions,  provid- 
ed that  in  each  Summer  Session  he  shall  have  attended  one 
or  more  of  the  Courses  prescribed  or  recommended  by  the  Col- 
lege, exclusive  of  Hospital  attendance,  and  also  provided  that 
the  Summer  Courses  of  Lectures  shall  not  commence  till  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  Winter  Courses. 

Anatomy, — 2 Courses, — Six  Months  each. 

Practical  Anatomy, — 1 Course, — Six  Months  ; or  2 Courses, 
Three  Months  each. 

Chemistry, — 1 Course,— Six  Months. 

Practical  Chemistry, — -1  Do. — Three  Months.  (The  num- 
ber of  Pupils  in  each  Class  being  limited  to  25.) 

Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy, — 1 Do.— rSix  Months. 

Institutions  of  Medicine,  or  P hysiology, — 1 Do. — Six  Months. 

Practice  of  Medicine, — 1 Do.-t-Six  Months. 

Clinical  Medicine,— I Do. — Six  Months;  or  2 Courses, 
Three  Months  each,  (during  the  period  of  attendance 
at  the  Hospital  where  they  are  delivered.) 

Principles  Sc  Practice  of  Surgery, — 2 Courses,— Six  Months. 

Or  Do.— I Course  ; and  Military  Surgery,* — Six  Months. 


* The  Course  of  Military  Surgery  must  be  delivered  by  a 
Professor  of  that  branch  in  a University;  or  by  a Lecturer, 
who,  in  addition  to  the  otherreqnired  qualifications,  has  served 
in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  or  Navy;  and  the 
Course  of  Lectures  must  be  of  at  least  six  months’  duration, 
Lectures  being  delivered  at  least  thrice  per  week. 
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Clinical  Surgery, — 1 Do. — Six  Months;  or  2 Courses,  Three 
Months  each,  ('during  the  period  of  attendance  at  the 
Hospital  where  they  are  delivered.) 

Midwifery,  &l  Diseases  of  Women  St  Children, — 1 Course, — 
Three  Months. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Courses  of  Clinical  Medicine, 
Clinical  Surgery,  and  Military  Surgery,  in  which  Lectures  are 
not  delivered  daily,  the  six  months’  Courses,  delivered  in 
Edinburgh  by  Fellows  of  the  College,  or  others,  are  understood 
to  consist  of  five  Lectures  per  week  fora  period  of  not  less  than 
five  months. 

Two  London  courses  of  three  months  each,  on  any  of  the 
above  subjects,  shall  be  taken  as  equivalent  to  one  six  months’ 
course. 

The  Candidate  must  also  have  attended  for  eighteen  months 
a Public  General  Hospital,  containing  at  least  eighty  beds ; 
or  for  twelve  months  such  a Public  General  Hospital,  and  six 
months  a Medical  or  Surgical  Hospital,  or  Dispensary,  re- 
cognised by  the  College  on  special  application. 

The  Candidate  shall  be  required,  in  addition  to  the  Tickets 
or  proof  of  entry  to  the  different  Classes,  to  produce  Certifi- 
cates of  his  having  attended  these  Classes,  from  the  respective 
Professors  or  Lecturers ; and  in  the  case  of  Practical  Anato- 
my, the  Certificate  must  express  that  the  Candidate  has  been 
actually  engaged  in  the  dissection  of  the  human  body,  under 
the  personal  superintendence  of  the  Professor  or  Teacher, 
during  the  course  of  his  attendance. 

The  Candidate,  at  the  commencement  of  his  examination, 
will  be  required  to  translate  into  English  some  portion  of  a 
Latin  Author. 

The  following  Order  of  Study  is  recommended  as  a guide  to 
the  Student,  though  not  absolutely  enjoined. 

First  Year,  Anatomy. 

Chemistry. 

Mechanical  Philosophy,  if  not  previously  at- 
tended. 

Second  Year,  Anatomy. 

Practical  Anatomy. 

Institutions  of  Medicine  or  Physiology.

Besides  the  Courses  of  Lectures  on  the  different  Branches 
of  Medicine  required  by  the  College,  they  strongly  recommend 
to  Students  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  they  may 
possess  of  attending  Lectures  on  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Bo- 
tany, Natural  History,  Comparative  Anatomy,  and  Pathologi- 
cal Anatomy. 

The  Duration  and  Course  of  Study  to  be  required  of  Appren- 
tices, whose  indentures  commenced  before  1st  January  1823, 
are  still  regulated  by  the  laws  in  force  previously  to  that  date  : 
The  course  of  study  of  Apprentices  and  others,  who  entered 
upou  their  indentures  or  their  medical  studies  generally  after 
that  date,  and  before  1st  August  1829,  will  be  determined  by 
the  rules  in  force  within  this  period  : — The  present  regulations 
as  to  Endurance  and  Course  of  Study  shall  take  effect  as  to 
all  who  enter  upon  their  medical  education  after  the  last  men- 
tioned date. 

The  regulations  as  to  Lecturers,  Teachers,  &c.  &c.  are  to 
take  effect  immediately. 

REGISTRATION.  > 

I.  A Book  shall  be  kept  in  the  Hall  of  the  College,  for  the 
Registration,  at  stated  times,  of  all  Medical  Students  who  may 
apply. 

II.  The  Registration  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Conservator 
of  the  Museum,  or  by  a Substitute  for  whom  he  shall  be  res- 
ponsible. He  shall  enter  in  separate  columns,  1st,  The  Name 
of  each  individual;  2d,  The  Medical  Classes,  Hospitals  and 
Dispensaries,  attended  by  each  during  the  current  season  ; 
3d,  The  Names  of  his  Teachers.  He  shall  register  such  only 
as  apply  personally  to  him,  shall  examine  all  the  Tickets  pro- 
duced by  each  individual,  and  shall  not  register  any  Classes  for 
which  Tickets  are  not  produced. 
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III.  Each  Student  shall  pay  annually,  on  his  first  registra- 
tion for  the  year,  the  sum  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence. 

IV.  Each  Student,  upon  being  registered,  shall  be  provided 
with  a ticket  of  admission  to  the  Museum  of  the  lloyal  College, 
on  certain  hours  of  certain  days  of  the  week,  to  be  specified  in 
the  ticket. 

V.  The  Book  shall  be  closed  for  the  Registration  of  the 
"Winter  Classes  on  the  30th  November  in  each  year ; and  of 
all  other  Classes  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  week  from  their  com- 
mencement. 

VI.  On  the  day  of  the  election  of  the  Office-Bearers  of  the 
Royal  College,  the  President  shall  appoint  a Committee  of 
three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  fix  the  days  and  hours  when 
the  Register  is  to  be  open  for  each  set  of  inscriptions  ; to  give 
due  intimation  to  the  Students  of  these  days  and  hours  ; and 
to  report  to  the  College,  at  the  first  meeting  after  each  set  of 
inscriptions  is  closed,  as  to  the  number  and  correctness  of  these 
inscriptions. 

VII.  When  a Student  is  prevented  by  sickness,  or  other  un- 
avoidable causes,  from  complying  with  the  above  Regulations, 
he  shall,  as  soon  as  the  case  admits,  present  a statement  of  the 
circumstances,  with  proper  evidence,  to  the  Conservator,  to  be 
laid  by  him  before  the  Committee,  who  shall  report  their  opinion 
to  the  College  ; and  if  the  application  is  sustained,  the  indivi- 
dual so  applying  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  usual  manner. 

VIII.  All  Students  whose  Classes  are  thus  registered,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Conservator  a Certificate  of 
their  Course  of  Study,  attested  by  his  signature. 

IX.  A Certificate  from  the  Album  of  the  University,  signed 
by  the  proper  Officer,  shall  be  received  as  a sufficient  proof  that 
the  Student  presenting  it  lias  entered  the  Classes  taught  there 
at  the  proper  period  of  the  Course  ; but  it  shall  also  be  in  the 
option  of  Students  to  register  such  Classes  in  the  manner  de- 
scribed above,  and  to  have  them  included  in  the  same  General 
Certificate  with  those  of  the  other  Teachers  sanctioned  by  the 
College. 

X.  Such  Certificates  shall  be  required  from  all  Candidates 
for  Surgical  Diplomas,  in  regard  to  that  part  of  their  medical 
education  which  they  may  have  received  at  Edinburgh, 
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EXAMINATION. 

The  days  of  Examination  are  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays 
of  every  month. 

No  Candidate  will  be  admitted  to  examination  before  the 
termination  of  his  last  year’s  course  of  study. 

Applications  for  examination  must  be  made  to  the  President 
of  the  Royal  College,  two  days  previous  to  the  day  of  examina- 
tion. 

Every  Candidate  fora  Diploma,  on  applying  to  the  Presi- 
dent for  examination,  is  required  to  present  his  tickets  and  cer- 
tificates, and  also  a written  statement,  containing  his  name, 
age,  and  country,  and  a list  of  all  the  Classes,  Hospitals,  and 
Dispensaries,  attended  during  each  session  of  his  study. 

If  the  Candidate  be  an  apprentice  for  three  years,  he  must 
also  produce  his  discharged  indenture.  If  for  five  years,  he  may 
apply  at  the  end  of  four  without  losing  any  privilege,  provided 
he  has  written  permission  from  his  master,  and  that  the  date  of 
his  indenture,  and  whether  it  be  for  the  freedom  or  not,  is  cer- 
tified at  the  bottom  of  the  written  permission  by  the  Secretary. 
All  apprentices  must  also  state  the  names  of  their  masters,  the 
dates  of  their  indentures,  and  length  of  time  for  which  they 
were  bound. 

Printed  forms  will  be  firnished  by  the  Officer  of  the  College 
to  each  applicant,  which  he  will  fill  up  and  sign,  before  apply- 
ing to  the  President,  who  will  give  him  a letter,  authorizing 
the  Examinators  to  take  him  on  trial. 

The  Fees  payable  to  the  Funds  of  the  College  must  be  lodged 
before  examination  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  who  will 
certify  this  upon  the  President’s  letter,  after  inspecting  and  be- 
ing satisfied  with  the  certificates. 

The  Fees  will  be  returned  to  unsuccessful  Candidates,  whose 
names  will  be  concealed. 

Unsuccessful  Candidates  will  be  remitted  to  their  studies  for 
a period,  not  less  than  three  months,  to  be  determined  by  the 
judgment  of  the  Examinators. 

The  President,  if  he  judge  it  proper,  can  order  a meeting  on 
any  day,  at  the  request  of  a Candidate;  but,  in  that  case,  the 
Candidate  must  pay  Two  Guineas  in  addition  to  the  customary 
fees ; and  this  money  is  not  returned  to  him  in  the  event  of  his 
being  rejected.  »

Foe  a Diploma,  the  sum  Of  Six  Pounds  Sterling. 

Apprentices  of  Fellows  of  the  Royal  College,  bound  for  the 
freedom,  pay  no  fees  to  its  funds,  for  Diplomas  or  Certificates  ; 
their  other  Apprentices  pay  One  Pound  Eleven  Shillings  and 
Sixpence. 

Candidates  for  the  Certificate  of  qualification  to  act  as  As- 
sistant Surgeon  in  the  Navy,  who  have  not  paid  for  any  previ- 
ous qualification,  the  sum  of  Four  Guineas. 

Assistant  Surgeons  who  have  already  obtained  Certificates 
from  the  College,  applying  for  Certificates  for  the  qualification 
of  Full  Surgeon,  Three  Guineas. 

Assistant  Surgeons  in  the  Navy,  having  previously  obtained 
the  Diploma  of  the  College,  when  Candidates  for  the  situation 
of  Full  Surgeon,  the  sum  of  Two  Guineas. 

A Surgeon  in  the  Navy,  having  obtained  Certificates  from 
the  College,  may  receive  a Diploma,  on  paying  the  usual  fees 
to  the  Secretary  and  Officer. 

An  Assistant  Surgeon  in  the  Navy,  having  obtained  his 
Certificate  from  the  College,  may  receive  a Diploma  on  paying 
the  difference  of  expense  betwixt  that  of  the  Certificate  and 
of  the  Diploma,  and  the  usual  fees  to  the  Secretary  and  Officer.

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J-  he  Medical  Schools  of  London  are  collected 
around  the  Public  Hospitals.  The  Lecturers  are 
the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  0°  those  Hospitals,  and 
Private  Lecturers  who  have  established  theatres  in 
the  vicinity.  To  these  are  to  be  added  now, — the 
Medical  Professors  of  the  London  University.  As 
the  Hospitals,  in  most  instances,  are  distant  from 
each  other,  the  Student  finds  it  necessary  to  confine 
himself,  in  a great  measure,  to  one  set  of  Schools. 
Two  Courses  are  given  in  the  Winter  Season  the 
first  commences  in  the  beginning  of  October,  the 
second  in  the  end  of  January.  The  Summer  Courses 
begin  in  June,  and  continue  till  the  end  of  August. 
There  are,  in  general,  no  Lectures  in  May  and 
September. 

The  information  we  have  obtained  as  to  the 
London  Schools,  may  be  arranged  as  follows  : — 
1.  London  University,  and  Schools  at  the  west  end 
of  the  Town  ; 2.  Schools  in  the  vicinity  of  St  Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital } 3.  The  Borough  Schools  ; 4. 
The  London  Hospital  School ; 5.  Miscellaneous  in- 
formation of  interest  to  the  Student  of  Medicine.

SCHOOLS  AT  THE  WEST  END  OF  THE  TOWN. 


The  London  Univeksity,  although  it  holds  a 
public  character  beyond  the  rest  of  the  London 
Schools,  being  unchartered,  must  be  considered,  in 
the  Universities  where  Degrees  are  granted,  as  a 
Private  School. 

The  University  Buildings  are  placed  at  the  end 
of  Gower  Street.  Bedford  Square,  which  is  not  more 
than  half  a mile  from  the  Middlesex  Hospital.  The 
following  rude  estimate  of  the  distances  of  the  prin- 
cipal Hospitals  may  be  of  use  to  the  Student,  who 
wishes  to  determine,  previous  to  going  to  London, 
how  far  he  can  combine  the  advantages  of  the  Uni- 
versity with  those  of  the  other  Schools. — From 
Gower  Street  to  St  George’s  Hospital,  the  distance 
is  about  two  miles  and  a-halfj  to  St  Bartholomew’s 
Hospital,  about  two  miles  •,  to  Guy’s  Hospital  and 
St  Thomas’s,  about  three  miles  ; to  the  London 
Hospital,  not  less  than  four  miles. 


What  follows,  is  extracted  from  the  statements 
published  by  the  Council  and  Medical  Professors  ; — 
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I.  Off  the  Days  and  Hoars  when  the  different  Branches 
off  Education  are  to  be  taught. 

The  different  branches  of  study  for  which  Pro« 
fessors  have  been  appointed,  are  such  as  properly 
belong  to  an  University  j and  in  the  arrangement 
of  the  subjects  to  be  taught  in  the  Classes  which 
will  be  attended  by  the  junior  Students,  it  has  been 
assumed  that  they  will  come  possessed  of  that  ele- 
mentary knowledge  which  boys  who  leave  school  at 
fourteen  or  fifteen  years  of  age  have  generally  ac- 
quired. 

The  Lectui’e-Rooms  will  be  open  to  all  who  com- 
ply with  the  terras  and  regulations  of  the  Univer- 
sity, without  limitation  as  to  age,  and  without  ex- 
amination as  an  indispensable  preliminary.  Persons 
who  wish  to  attend  the  Lectures  of  one  Professor 
only  will  be  admitted  but  those  who  intend  to 
apply  for  University  Certificates  and  other  distinc- 
tions, must  go  through  certain  courses  of  study  ; 
for  these  testimonials  will  be  granted  to  such  Stu- 
dents only  as,  upon  examination  at  regular  intervals, 
are  found  to  possess  that  knowledge  by  'which  the 
value  of  the  Certificate  or  of  the  Academical  honour 
will  be  determined. 

The  following  are  the  days  and  hours  w’hen  the 
different  Classes  are  to  be  taught.  Unless  otherwise 
expressed,  the  Lectures  are  to  continue  throughout 
the  whole  Academical  Session,  which  will  com- 
mence the  First  of  November,  and  continue  to  the 
middle  of  July,  with  the  exception  of  the  Medi- 
cal Classes,  which  will  open  the  First  of  October, 
and  terminate  about  the  end  of  May.  There  will 
be  short  vacations  at  Christmas  and  Faster.

II.  Of  the  Fees  to  he  paid  by  the  Students. 

The  Fee  which  has  been  stated  to  be  payable  for 
each  Course  includes  the  remuneration  to  the  Pro- 
fessor, and  a payment  to  the  Fund  from  which  the 
annual  expenses  of  the  University  are  to  be  defray- 
ed. It  has  been  deemed  necessary  to  state  the  num- 
ber of  hours  of  tuition,  including  examinations,  be- 
cause the  term  u Course  of  Lectures ,”  as  common- 
ly used,  would  give  an  inadequate  idea  of  the  amount 
of  instruction  which  the  Student  will  receive  at  the 
University  for  each  Fee. 

That  scale  of  Fees  applies  to  Students  who  shall 
be  nominated  by  a Proprietor ; all  who  are  not  so 
nominated  must  pay  an  addition  of  L.l,  10s.  to  the 
University  Fund  for  each  Course  of  Lectures  conti- 
nuing throughout  the  Academical  Session,  unless 
they  attend  more  than  three.  If  they  attend  a great- 
er number,  this  extra  payment  will  not  be  required 
for  the  additional  Courses.  The  additional  Fee  to 
be  paid  by  Students  not  nominated,  will  be  15s.  for 
each  of  those  Courses  which  continue  during  one 
half  of  the  Session,  and  for  the  Summer  Course  of 
Botany. 

Those  who  become  regular  University  students, — 
that  is,  students  entered  for  a complete  course  of 
education,  whether  general  or  professional, — must 
pay  a Matriculation  Fee  of  L.2,  the  first  year  of 
their  attendance,  which  will  entitle  them  to  admis- 
sion to  the  Library  and  Museums  for  four  successive 
Sessions.  Occasional  students  must  pay  annually 
10s.  for  one  Course,  and  L.l  for  two  or  more  Courses, 
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which  payment  will  entitle  them  to  admission  to  the 
Library  and  Museums. 

The  Council  are  now  ready  to  receive  the  Names  of 
Pupils  who  mean  to  attend  the  U diversity  during  the 
Session  which  is  to  commence  next  October. 

The  Register  in  which  the  names  will  be  inscrib- 
ed, will  be  found,  until  further  notice,  at  the  Uni- 
versity Chambers,  No.  29,  Percy  Street,  Bedford 
Square,  every  day,  except  Sunday,  from  nine  in  the 
morning  to  five  in  the  afternoon.  The  parents  and 
friends  of  pupils,  or  the  pupils  themselves  who  may 
wish  to  see  the  Warden  before  entering  their  names, 
may  call  at  the  Chambers  between  Two  and  Five 
o’clock,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  or  Fridays.  As 
an  interview  is  desirable  between  the  Professors  and 
their  pupils,  in  order  that  the  Professor  may  ascer- 
tain the  state  of  preparation  of  the  Student,  the  ad- 
dress of  each  may  be  obtained  at  the  Chambers  also. 
Students  are  requested  to  enter  their  names,  and  see 
the  Professors  whose  Courses  they  mean  to  follow, 
as  early  as  possible,  as  it  is  important  fqr  the  interest 
of  the  Students  that  the  Professor  should  know  their 
previous  attainments,  so  that  he  may  adapt  his  in- 
struction accordingly. 

Proprietors  have  the  right  of  having  one  Student 
of  their  nomination  at  the  University  for  every  share 
of  One  Hundred  Pounds  which  they  possess;  and 
Donors  of  Fifty  Pounds  have  the  same  privilege. 

III.  Of  the  Course  of  Study. 

It  is  probable  that,  in  the  majority  of  instances, 
those  who  enter  as  regular  University  Students,  will 
be  disposed  to  attend  the  Lectures  in  that  order 
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•which  the  Council  think  most  advantageous  for  a 
complete  generated ucation.  To  such  Students,  the 
following  Course  for  four  years  is  recommended. 
Those  who  are  already  advanced  beyond  the  Junior 
Classes  may  begin  in  that  part  of  the  Course  for 
which  they  are  most  fitted  by  previous  attainments  ; 
but  as  the  examinations  for  the  University  Certifi- 
cates and  other  distinctions  will  include  what  is 
taught  in  the  earlier  as  well  as  in  the  later  years  *of 
study,  the  pupil  ought  to  ascertain,  before  he  passes 
over  a Junior  Class,  that  he  is  fully  prepared  to  un- 
dergo an  examination  upon  all  that  is  to  be  learned 
in  it.

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Rooms  are  provided  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  pupils  during  the  intervals  of  lecture  j and  suit-

IV.  Of  Examinations  and  Certificates. 

•Tt  is- intended,  that,  in  every  Class  in  the  Univer- 
sity, the  Professor  shall  devote  a certain  portion  of 
the  hours  of  instruction  in  each  week  to  the  exa- 
mination of  his  pupils. 

The  manner  of  conducting  these  examinations, 
and  the  frequency  of  their  recurrence,  must  neces- 
sarily vary  : and  as  each  Professorship  will  proba- 
bly require  a separate  plan  of  examination,  the  de- 
tails can  only  be  properly  settled  in  concert  with  the 
several  Professor?. 

Persons  who  may  be  desirous  of  attending  Lec- 
tures in  the  University,  without  submitting  to  exa- 
mination, will  be  at  liberty  to  do  so.  fao  Student, 
however,  who  wishes  to  obtain  a Certificate  can  be 
exempted  from  the  examinations. 

It  is  intended  that,  in  addition  to  the  weekly  ex- 
aminations, there  shall  be  at  the  conclusion  of  every 
Session  a public  examination  of  all  who  may  be  de- 
sirous of  obtaining  a Certificate  from  the  Professor 
whose  course  they  have  attended.  As  the  value 
of  these  documents  must  depend  upon  the  strict- 
ness of  the  examinations,  such  a system  will  be 
adopted  as  shall  most  accurately  determine  the  at- 
tainments of  those  to  whom  they  are  granted. 
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Besides  Certificates  of  the  Professors,  the  Uni- 
versity will  grant  Certificates  of  general  proficiency 
in  Literature  and  Science.  Every  student  will  be 
required  to  produce  a certain  number  of  Professors’ 
Certificates,  before  he  can  be  allowed  to  enter  upon 
the  examination  for  the  General  Certificate. 

It  would  be  premature  at  present  to  fix  the  con- 
ditions on  which  General  Certificates  will  be  grant- 
ed. The  Council  will  be  enabled  hereafter  to  frame 
the  Regulations  with  greater  precision,  profiting  by 
the  suggestions  which  experience  will  afford,  when 
the  system  of  the  University  is  in  operation. 

V.  Library  and  Museums . 

The  Council  have  set  apart  a portion  of  the  funds 
at  their  disposal  for  Collections  in  Anatomy,  Na- 
tural History,  Books,  and  Philosophical  Apparatus  ; 
and  they  propose,  in  the  month  of  October,  to  open 
the  small  Library  and  Anatomical  Museum.  The 
Council  have  availed  themselves  of  an  opportunity 
of  adding  to  this  Museum  a more  perfect  Collec- 
tion of  Drawings  of  Morbid  Structure  than,  it  is 
believed,  has  hitherto  been  applied  to  the  purposes 
of  teaching  and  study,  and  which  will  be  peculiarly 
valuable  to  the  student  of  the  Practice  of  Medicine.. 
Dr  A.  T.  Thomson  is  collecting  a Museum  of  Ma- 
teria Medica  on  a more  extensive  scale  than  has 
hitherto  been  attempted  in  that  branch  of  Medical 
Science. 

Dr  Lardner  has  been  employed  nearly  a year  in 
the  Collection  of  Philosophical  Apparatus  j and  Dr 
Turner  is  preparing  all  that  is  necessary  to  render 
the  Laboratory  complete  and  efficient. 
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VI.  Houses  for  the  Reception  of  Boarders. 

The  Council  feel  that  their  direct  interference  in 
the  management  of  houses  opened  for  the  reception 
of  Boarders,  must  necessarily  be  inefficient  j and 
unwilling  to  give  a pledge  which  they  cannot  re- 
deem, they  will  not  attempt  to  lay  down  any  rules 
for  the  conduct  of  the  Students  beyond  the  walls  of 
the  University.  They  therefore  earnestly  recom- 
mend to  parents  and  guardians,  in  the  first  instance, 
to  be  scrupulously  careful  in  examining  the  referen- 
ces given  by  persons  opening  such  houses,  and  the 
experience  of  a very  short  period  will  establish  the 
character  of  those  in  whom  confidence  may  be 
placed. 

Some  of  tbe  Professors  have  informed  the  War- 
den that  they  intend  to  receive  Boarders  in  their' 
families;

In  the  meantime,  an  opportunity  has  oc- 
curred of  making  an  arrangement  by  which  the  pu- 
pils will  have  it  in  their  power  to  witness  the  Medi- 
cal and  Surgical  practice  in  the  Middlesex  Hospital  \ 
and  Dr  Watson,  one  of  the  Physicians,  and 
Charles  Bell,  Esq.  one  of  the  Surgeons  of  that 
Hospital,  have  accepted  the  appointments  of  Pro- 
fessors of  Clinical  Medicine,  and  Clinical  Surgery. 

When  an  Hospital  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council  shall  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients, 
a new  arrangement  for  Clinical  instruction  will  be 
formed.

DISPENSARY. 

The  Dispensary  of  the  University  has  been 
established  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Institution,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Council,  to 
render  more  complete  the  Medical  School,  until 
an  Hospital  can  be  built  exclusively  attached  to 
the  University.  It  been  placed  under  the  direction 
of  the  following  Professors:  Dr  Conolly,  Dr  A , 
T.  Thomson,  Dr  D.  Davis,  and  Granville 
Sharp  Pattison,  Esq.  with  Mr  John  Hogg  as 
resident  Apothecary.  , 

The  Students  admitted  to  this  establishment  will 
have  the  advantage  of  Clinical  Instructions  on  a 
more  extended  scale  than  is  usual  at  similar  insti- 
tutions. A daily  explanation  of  the  principal  Cases 
will  be  given  : and  each  Pupil,  when  adequate  to 
the  charge,  will  be  entrusted  with  the  management 
of  cases,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Physi- 
cians and  the  Surgeon.  The  Pupils,  from  the  first, 
will  be  instructed  in  the  mode  of  examining  Pa- 
tients who  apply  for  admission,  and  in  drawing  up 
the  history  of  their  cases.  They  will  also  receive 
Pharmaceutical  Instructions,  as  far  as  relates  to  the 
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Compounding  of  Medicines,  from  the  resident  Apo- 
thecary. 

In  the  Midwifery  Department  they  will  derive 
peculiar  advantages  under  the  immediate  guidance 
of  the  Professor  of  Midwifery. 

Mr  Pattison  will  take  every  opportunity  which 
may  occur,  in  the  Surgical  Practice  of  the  Dispen- 
sary, of  performing  in  the  presence  of  the  Students 
the  different  Surgical  Operations.  And  as  the  after- 
treatment  will  be  particularly  attended  to,  the  Pu- 
pils will  be  able  to  witness  the  effects  and  advan- 
tages which  the  judicious  employment  of  this  exerts 
in  securing  the  success  of  an  operation. 

The  arrangements  for  the  Medical  School  have 
been  so  framed  as  to  enable  the  Pupils  to  comply 
with  the  regulations  which  must  be  observed  by  the 
Candidates  for  the  Diplomas  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons,  or  the  Company  of  Apothecaries.

The  time  which  the  Professors  are  to  devote  to

1.  Permission  to  consult  Books  in  the  Library  of 
the  British  Museum  may  be  obtained  by  an  appli- 
cation, through  the  principal  Librarian,  to  the  Trus- 
tees, if  such  application  is  accompanied  with  a re- 
commendation from  a trustee  or  officer  of  the  house. 

2.  The  Libraries  of  the  London  Medical  Society 
and  of  the  Medico-Chirurgical  Society,  are  exten- 
sive and  valuable  collections  of  Medical  Works. 

5.  There  are  Medical  Libraries  attached  to  the 
Physical  Society  held  at  Guy’s  Hospital  and  to  the 
Westminster  Medical  Society,  open  to  the  Mem- 
bers of  those  Societies.  The  Council  of  the  London 
University  are  engaged  in  forming  a Library,  of 
which  Medical  Works  must  necessarily  form  a part.

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MUSEUMS,  &c. 

The  Museum  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  is 
one  of  the  most  magniiicent  collections  of  Anatomy 
in  the  world.  It  includes  the  Hunterian  Museum, 
presented  to  the  College  by  Government.  It  is 
under  the  direction  of  a board  of  Curators  chosen 
by  the  Council  of  the  College.  The  Keeper  is  Mr 
Clift.  Twenty-four  Lectures  are  given  annually, 
in  illustration  of  the  preparations  contained  in  it,  to 
which  the  pupils  of  the  Public  Hospitals  are  ad- 
mitted. 

To  most  of  the  old  established  London  Schools, 
extensive  Anatomical  Museums  are  attached  $ and 
many  of  those  hitherto  of  less  note  have  been  en- 
riched of  late,  in  consequence  of  the  sale  of  the 
magnificent  Museum  collected  by  Mr  Brookes.  The 
Council  of  the  London  University  are  engaged  in 
forming  an  Anatomical  Museum. 

The  Royal  Garden  at  Kew,  and  the  Garden  of 
the  Apothecaries’  Company  at  Chelsea,  are  rich  in 
Exotic  Botany. 


SOCIETIES  CONNECTED  WITH  THE 
STUDY  OF  MEDICINE. 

The  Physical  Society  at  Guy’s  Hospital  meets 
at  Seven,  p.  m.  every  Saturday  Evening,  from  the 
beginning  of  October  to  the  second  Saturday  of 
May. — Entrance-money,  Two  Guineas. 
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There  is  a similar  Society  more  recently  estab- 
lished, which  meets  at  St  Thomas’s  Hospital.

1.  Of  having  been  engaged,  six  years  at  least,  in 
the  acquisition  of  professional  knowledge. 
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2.  Of  having  regularly  attended  three  or  more 
winter-courses  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  5 and  two 
or  more  winter-courses  of  Dissections  and  Demon- 
strations, delivered  at  subsequent  periods  : 

Two  Courses  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  in  Edin- 
burgh or  Dublin,  which  are  of  six  months’  dura- 
tion, and  the  accompanying  Courses  of  Dissec- 
tions and  Demonstrations  will  be  considered  as 
equivalent  to  the  foregoing  attendance. 

3.  Of  having  regularly  attended  two  or  more 
Courses  of  Lectures  on  the  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery  } one  of  which  shall  have  been  delivered 
in  a recognised  School  of  Anatomy. 

One  Course,  continuing  for  six  months  or  more, 
during  the  winter  season,  and  consisting  of  at 
least  sixty  Lectures,  will  be  considered  as  equi- 
valent to  two  Courses  delivered  within  the  same 
period,  and  each  consisting  of  thirty  Lectures  or 
more. 

4.  Of  having  also  attended  the  following  Lec- 
tures, viz. 

Two  Courses  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Phy- 
sic, of  three  months  each,  or  one  of  six  months. 
One  Course  on  Materia  Medica  and  Botany. 

Two  Courses  on  Chemistry,  of  three  months  each, 
or  one  of  six  months. 

Two  Courses  on  Midwifery,  of  three  months  each, 
or  one  of  six  months. 

5.  And  of  having  attended,  during  the  term  of, 
at  least,  one  year,  the  Surgical  Practice  of  one  or 
more  of  the  following  Hospitals,  viz. — St  Bartholo- 
mew's, St  Thomas's , the  Westminster , Guy's,  St 
George's,  the  London , and  the  Middlesex,  in  Lon- 
don : the  Richmond , Steeven's,  and  the  Meath,  in 
Dublin : and  the  Royal  Infirmaries  in  Edinburgh, 
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Glasgow,  and  Aberdeen, — or  during  four  years  the 
Surgical  Practice  of  a recognised  provincial  Hospi- 
tal, and  six  months,  at  least,  the  Practice  of  one 
of  the  above-named  Hospitals  in  the  Schools  of 
Anatomy. 

V.  Candidates  under  the  following  circumstances, 
of  the  required  age,  and  who  have  been  engaged 
five  years  in  the  acquisition  of  professional  know- 
ledge, will  be  admissible  to  examination,  viz. 

Members,  or  licentiates  in  Surgery,  of  any  of  the 
legally  constituted  Colleges  of  Surgeons  in  the 
United  Kingdom; 

And  Graduates  in  Medicine  of  any  of  the  Uni- 
versities in  the  United  Kingdom,  provided  they  have 
attended  Lectures,  the  Practice  of  an  Hospital, 
and  performed  Dissections,  as  required  in  Regulation 

IV. 

VI.  The  required  Certificates  shall  express  the 
dates  of  the  commencement  and  of  the  termination 
of  attendance  on  each  Course  of  Lectures  and  Dis- 
sections; and  also  of  attendance  on  Hospital  Prac- 
tice. 

VII.  The  required  Certificates  shall  be  delivered 
at  the  College  ten  days  before  Candidates  can  be 
admitted  to  examination.

The  Court  of  Exuminers  chosen  and  appointed  by  the  Mas- 
ter, Wardens,  and  Assistants  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of 
the  City  of  London,  in  pursuance  of  a certain  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, “ For  better  Regulating  the  practice  of  Apothecaries 
throughout  England  and  Wales,”  passed  in  the  55th  year  of 
the  reign  of  his  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  apprise  all 
Persons  whom  it  may  concern  ; 

That  every  candidate  for  a Certificate  to  practise  as  an 
Apothecary,  will  be  required  to  possess  a competent  knowledge 
of  the  Latin  Language,  and,  in  compliance  with  the  11th  and 
15th  Sections  of  the  said  Act,  to  produce  Testimonials  of 
having  served  an  Apprenticeship  of  not  less  than  Jive  years  to 
an  Apothecary,  of  having  attained  the  full  age  of  Twenty-one 
years,  and  of  good  moral  conduct. 

Candidates  will  also  be  required  to  produce  Testimonials  of 
Attendance  on  Lectures  and  Medical  Practice,  agreeably  to 
Regulations  at  different  limes  published  by  the  Court.

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N.  B. — Physicians’  Pupils,  who  intend  to  present  themselves 
for  Examination,  must  appear  personally  at  the  Beadle’s 
Office,  in  this  Hall,  and  bring  with  them  the  Tickets,  autho- 
rising their  Attendance  on  such  Practice,  as  the  commence- 
ment thereof  will  be  dated  from  the  time  of  such,  personal 
appearance. 

No  Testimonial  of  Attendance  on  Lectures  on  the  Princi-

— Every  Person  intending  to  qualify  himself  under 
these  Regulations,  to  practise  as  an  Apothecary,  may  obtain 
at  the  Beadle’s  Office  at  this  Hall,  (where  attendance  is  given 
every  day  except  Sunday,  from  Nine  until  Two  o’clock,)  a 
printed  form  of  Certificate  of  all  the  Lectures  Candidates  are 
required  to  attend,  and  also  of  the  Physician’s  Practice.

REGULATIONS 

OF  THE 

UNIVERSITY  OF  DUBLIN, 

Relating  to  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of 

Medicine • 


For  the  Bachelor’s  Degree. 

The  Candidate  must  present  to  the  Register  of 
Trinity  College  Certificates  of  having  attended  Lec- 
tures on  the  following  branches,  viz.  Anatomy,  Sur- 
gery, Chemistry,  Botany,  Institutes  of  Medicine, 
Practice  of  Medicine,  Materia  Medica,  and  two 
courses  of  Clinical  Lectures  given  in  immediate 
succession.  These  Certificates  must  all  be  taken 
from  the  Professors  in  Trinity  College,  and  the 
King’s  Professors,  appointed  by  the  Act  for  esta- 
blishing a complete  School  of  Physic  in  Ireland,  un- 
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less  some  three  Certificates  for  the  same  Courses  in 
the  University  of  Edinburgh  be  produced,  which 
are  admitted  by  the  Board:  But  the  Certificates 
from  any  other  University  or  College,  or  from  any 
private  School,  are  not  received  as  qualifications. 

On  the  production  of  the  above  Certificates  by  the 
Register-,  the  Board  grant  commission  to  the  Can- 
didate to  be  examined  by  the  four  Medical  Profes- 
sors of  the  University,  viz.  the  Regius  Professor 
of  Physic,  the  Professor  of  Anatomy,  the  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  and  the  Professor  of  Botany,  provided 
the  proper  time,  according  to  the  statutes,  has  elap- 
sed from  the  period  of  his  graduating  as  a Bachelor 
of  Arts,  which  examination  is  conducted  in  the 
Latin  language.  If  the  Candidate  be  found  quali- 
fied, the  Professors  individually  certify  the  same, 
on  which  he  is  permitted  to  perform  the  exercises 
mentioned  in  the  statutes,  and  at  the  next  half- 
yearly  commencement,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Medicine  is  conferred  on  him  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor of  the  University. 

If  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  be  taken  previ- 
ously to  that  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  the  degree  of 
M.  B.  can  be  obtained  in  either  the  University  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge,  which  qualifies  the  person 
for  being  elected  a Fellow  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians of  London,  to  whom  several  privileges  and 
advantages  belong. 

For  the  Doctor’s  Degree. 

After  the  proper  time,  as  specified  in  the  sta- . 
tutes  of  Trinity  College,  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  is  obtained  on  submitting  to  a second  ex- 
amination by  the  Medical  Professors  of  the  Univer- 
sity, writing  and  publishing  a Latin  thesis  on  some 
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medical  subject,  and  performing  the  exercises  di- 
rected in  the  statutes  for  the  degree  of  M.  D. 

According  to  the  Rules  of  the  English  and  Dub- 
lin Universities,  a portion  of  the  study  in  Arts,  as 
in  Medicine,  may  be  taken  in  one  and  finished  in 
either  of  the  other  two  Universities.

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine, from  Trinity  College,  rank  with  the  degrees 
of  M.  B.  and  M.  D.  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge.

IRELAND, 

AS  TO 

The  Qualifications  of  Apprentices , Licentiates , and 
Members  of  the  College. 


BYE-LAWS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

Examination  and  Registry  of  Pupils  or  Apprentices,  &c. 

That  no  Member  or  Licentiate  of  the  College 
shall  take,  as  an  Apprentice  or  Pupil,  any  person 
who  has  not  been  previously  examined  and  approv- 
ed of  by  the  President  or  Vice-President,  and  two 
of  the  Censors,  assembled  in  the  Court  : such  ap- 
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probation  to  be  expressed  by  deed  or  instrument, 
under  their  hands  and  seals  respectively  : and  that 
every  Candidate  for  admission  as  a Pupil  shall  de- 
posit  in  the  bands  of  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  Ten 
Guineas,  previous  to  such  examination. 

That  every  Candidate  for  admission  as  a Pupil  of 
the  College,  shall  be  required  to  be  prepared  for  ex- 
amination in  the  following  books,  viz.  Sallust  ; Six 
Books  of  the  iEneid  of  Virgil ; the  Satires  and 
Epistles  of  Horace  ; Greek  Testament  Murphy’s 
Lucian  j and  Four  Books  of  the  Iliad  of  Homer. 

That  every  Member  or  Licentiate,  who  shall  be 
convicted,  before  the  College  duly  assembled,  of 
having  taken,  with  an  intern  Apprentice  or  Pupil, 
■whom  he  is  to  maintain  in  his  house,  a less  fee  than 
Three  Hundred  Guineas',  or,  with  an  extern,  or 
one  whom  he  is  not  to  maintain  in  his  house,  a less 
fee  than  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Guineas,  shall  be 
expelled  the  College  if  a Member,  and  have  his 
Licence  withdrawn  if  a Licentiate  ; and  every 
Member  or  Licentiate,  taking  an  Apprentice  or 
Pupil,  shall  make  and  subscribe  a declaration,  upon 
his  honour , that  he  has  really,  and  bona  fide,  re- 
ceived such  fee  of  Three  Hundred  or  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty  Guineas,  or  value  therefor,  or  that  lie  has 
not  received,  nor  does  he  expect  to  receive,  any  fee 
or  compensation  whatsoever. 

That  every  Pupil  examined  and  approved  of 
shall  produce  the  Certificate  of  such  examination, 
together  with  the  declaration  of  the  Member  or  Li- 
centiate to  whom  he  has  been  indented,  relative  to 
his  fee,  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  then  register 
him  as  a Pupil  of  the  College  ; and  the  date  of  such 
registry  or  enrolment,  shall  be  considered  as  the 
commencement  of  the  term  of  his  apprenticeship. 

That  no  registered  Pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  an 
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examination  for  an  appointment  in  the  Antiy  or 
Navy,  until  he  has  served  three  years  of  his  ap- 
prenticeship, nor  even  then,  unless  he  shall  pro- 
duce to  the  Court  of  Examiners  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  the  Member  or  Licentiate  to  whom 
he  is  indented,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  such 
Member  or  Licentiate,  which  document  shall  be 
preserved  by  the  Secretary,  and  registered  in  a book 
kept  for  that  purpose.  And  should  any  registered 
Pupil  accept  of  an  appointment  in  the  Army  or 
Navy  without  complying  with  this  Bye  Law,  his 
apprenticeship  shall  be  considered  irregular,  and  he 
shall  forfeit  all  the  privileges  and  benefits  arising 
therefrom. 


The  Examination  of  Candidates  for  Letters  Testi- 
monial, and  the  Election  of  Members. 

That  the  examination  of  every  Candidate  for 
letters  testimonial  shall  be  held  in  the  presence  of 
the  Members  and  Licentiates  of  the  College,  and 
that  the  Secretary  shall,  by  regular  summonses, 
give  four  day’s  notice  at  least  of  such  examination. 

That  every  Candidate  for  letters  testimonial  shall 
be  solemnly  examined  as  aforesaid,  on  two  several 
days,  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  the  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Surgery,  Surgical  Pharmacy,  and  Form 
of  Prescription. 

That  every  Candidate  for  letters  testimonial 
shall,  previous  to  his  examination,  deposit  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  thirty  guineas, 
provided  he  be  a registered  Pupil  of  the  College  ; 
and  if  the  Candidate  is  not  a registered  Pupil  of  the 
College  he  shall  deposit  the  sum  of  sixty  guineas — 
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and  on  his  being  approved  of,  he  shall  make  and 
subscribe  the  following  declaration,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Court  of  Examiners,  or  Assistants  in  cases 
of  appeal : 

“ I,  A.  B.  do  solemnly  and  sincerely  promise, 
“ that  I will  observe  and  be  obedient  to  the  Sta- 
“ tutes,  Bye-Laws,  and  Ordinances  of  the  Royal 
<f  College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland  j and  that  1 will, 
“ to  the  utmost  of  my  power,  endeavour  to  promote 
“ the  reputation,  honour,  and  dignity  thereof.” 

That  in  all  cases  of  appeal  from  the  judgment  of 
the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Censors,  or 
Examiners,  to  the  Court  of  Assistants,  the  appeal 
shall  be  lodged  with  the  President,  Vice-President, 
or  Secretary,  within  eight  days  after  rejection. 

That  any  Candidate  for  letters  testimonial,  who 
has  been  duly  examined,  and  rejected,  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  another  examination  in  a less  time  than 
one  year  from  such  rejection  j and  that  he  shall 
then  be  required  to  lay  before  the  Court  satisfactory 
documents  of  his  attention  and  opportunities  of  im- 
provement, certified  by  those  under  whom  he  had 
studied. 

That  the  Court  of  Examiners  shall  be  empowered 
to  require  that  the  indentures  of  all  persons  who 
apply  to  be  examined  for  letters  testimonial,  (ex- 
cept those  of  the  registered  Pupils  of  the  College,) 
shall  be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  the  Candidates  and 
of  their  Masters — and  in  case  the  latter  cannot  be 
obtained,  the  Court  may  demand  such  other  evi- 
dence of  the  regularity  of  the  Candidate’s  educa- 
tion as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

That,  for  the  better  maintaining  the  honour 
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and  dignity  of  the  Profession  of  Surgery,  no  person 
practising  as  an  Apothecary  or  Druggist,  or  keeping 
a shop  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  or  the  Liberties 
thereof,  shall  be  admitted  a Member  or  Licentiate 
of  this  College ; and  if  such  person  be  already  a 
Member,  he  shall,  upon  proof  thereof  before  the 
College,  be  expelled  j or,  if  a Licentiate,  his  Li- 
cence shall  be  withdrawn. 


APOTHECARIES’  HALL,  DUBLIN. 

The  Governor  and  Court  of  Directors,  “ autho- 
“ rised  and  required  by  the  act  of  the  51st  of 
“ Geo.  III.  to  examine  into  the  Education  and 
“ Qualifications  of  such  Persons  as  shall  propose 
“ to  become  Apprentices,  Journeymen,  or  Shop- 
“ men  to  Apothecaries,  or  to  commence  Business 
*'  as  Masters,  and  to  grant  Certificates  of  Qua- 
“ lifications  to  such  Persons  as,  after  full  and  im- 
“ partial  examination,  they  shall  approve;  with- 
“ out  which  Certificates  no  person,  under  severe 
‘‘  penalties,  is  permitted  to  enter  into  any  department 
of  the  Apothecaries’  business;”  observe, with  much 
disappointment  and  regret,  that,  notwithstanding 
their  having  published  full  notice  of  the  Qualifica- 
tions necessary  for  Apprentices,  Assistants,  and 
Masters  to  possess,  previous  to  examihation,  some 
persons  still  continue  to  offer,  whom  they  are  re- 
luctantly obliged  to  reject.  They  therefore  again 
think  it  necessary  to  state  the  Qualifications  indis- 
pensable in  the  several  classes  : 

Apprentices  are  expected  to  read  English  cor- 
rectly, to  understand  Arithmetic,  to  write  a good. 
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hand,  to  be  well  grounded  in  Latin  Grammar,  and 
to  have  read  Caesar,  Sallust,  Justin,  Ovid's  Meta- 
morphoses, Virgil,  and  Horace,  and  in  Greek  the 
four  Gospels. 

Assistants  will  again  be  examined  in  the  several 
classic  books,  which  Apprentices  are  required  to 
understand ; it  will  also  be  expected  that  they  shall 
be  able  to  read  with  exactness  and  facility  any  mo- 
dern Latin  which  may  be  offered  to  them,  particu- 
larly that  they  shall  read  abbreviated  prescriptions 
into  good  Grammar;  they  will  be  expected  to  de- 
monstrate a perfect  acquaintance  with  the  Materia 
Medica,  to  understand  the  arts  of  Pharmacy  and 
Pharmaceutic  Chemistry. 

Masters,  in  a still  higher  degree,  will  be  expect- 
ed to  shew  themselves  perfectly  acquainted  with 
whatever  is  required  of  Assistants  ; the  Court  will 
strictly  investigate  the  results  of  those  studies  to 
which  every  one  who  proposes  to  commence  busi- 
ness as  a Master  should  have  devoted  great  part  of 
his  time;  and  will,  in  their  Certificate,  distinguish 
in  terms  of  approbation  any  person  ■who  may  have 
made  an  eminent  progress  ; which  distinction,  it  is 
hoped,  will  be  found  useful  hereafter  in  their  pro- 
gress through  life. 

The  Court  think  it  necessary  further  to  add,  that 
from  the  too  general  practice  of  Apothecaries’  sup- 
plying themselves  with  chemical  or  officinal  prepa- 
rations ready  made,  not  only  persons  applying  to  be 
certified  as  Assistants,  but  many  who  have  applied 
for  Certificates  to  commence  as  Masters,  have  been 
found  utterly  unacquainted  with  Pharmaceutic 
Chemistrv,  and  even  with  the  manipulation  of  offi- 
cinal compositions  ; to  remedy  this  evil,  and  that 
there  may  no  longer  exist  any  excuse  for  such  ig- 
norance, the  Court  have  ordered  to  be  given  at  the

Elaboratory  of  the  Apothecaries’  Hall,  'which  will 
be  thrown  open  for  that  purpose,  a course  of  Che- 
mical Lectures  with  reference  to  Pharmacy,  during 
which  all  the  principal  operations  will  be  performed 
and  explained.  To  those  Lectures  the  Apprentices 
of  the  Subscribers  to  the  Apothecaries’  Hall  will  be 
admitted  for  One  Guinea  j other  persons  are  to  pay 
Two  Guineas  each  for  the  Course.

Persons  refused  a Certificate  to  become  an  Ap- 
prentice, may  be  again  examined  after  six  months. 
After  second  examination,  the  person  may  appeal  to 
Council. 

Persons  intending  to  open  shop,  (if  rejected)  may 
appeal  to  the  College  of  Physicians. — Apothecaries 
may  be  present  at  Examinations. — Ten  Shillings  for 
every  Certificate  to  open  shop,  and  five  Shillings  for 
a Certificate  to  become  an  Apprentice. 

No  Apothecary  to  take  an  Apprentice  for  less 
than  Seven  Years  $ or  an  Apprentice,  Shopman,  &c 
without  a Certificate. — Indentures  to  be  enrolled  at 
Hall,  fee  One  Shilling.. 
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A.t  Paris  the  Medical  Lectures  are  given,  1.  By 
the  Professors  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  the 
School  of  Medicine ; 2.  By  Private  Teachers,  who 
have  established  Theatres  around  the  School  of 
Medicine.  The  Winter  Courses  continue  from  the 
beginning  of  November  to  the  end  of  March,  the 
Summer  Courses,  from  the  beginning  of  April  to  the 
end  of  August.

3.  Clinical  Midwifery — at  the  Hopital  de  la  Ma- 
temite,  Rue  de  la  Bourbe,  by  M.  Deneux. 

The  Clinical  Instructions  and  Visiting  of  the 
Patients  together  occupy  the  mornings,  in  Winter, 
from  Seven  to  Ten  o’clock,  and  in  Summer,  from

PRACTICAL  SCHOOL, 

CONNECTED  WITH 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  MEDICINE. 


Attached  to  the  Hopital  De  Perfectionnement, 
Rue  de  l’Observance,  are  Rooms  designed  for 
Practical  Anatomy.  The  Pupils  of  the  School  are 
limited  to  120  in  number,  the  appointment  being 
annually  competed  for  in  November.  They  are  di- 
vided into  three  classes ) and  from  the  inferior  to 
the  higher  classes  they  pass  also  by  comparative 
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trial.  They  are  entitled  to  all  the  advantages  of 
the  Practical  School,  and  to  daily  admission  to  the 
Library  and  Museums  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 
Their  pursuits  are  directed  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Anatomical  Studies,  M.  Breschet,  three  Dis- 
sectors, and  four  Assistants.  The  Dissectors  and 
Assistants  are  chosen  by  competition  from  the  Pu- 
pils of  the  School,  and  may  remain  in  office  for 
three  years.  To  the  same  rooms,  however,  the  pri- 
vate pupils  of  the  Assistants  are  admitted  to  dis- 
sect. 

There  is  also  a Laboratory  for  Practical  Che- 
mistry attached  to  the  School  of  Medicine,  under 
the  direction  of  M.  Barruel.

This  Hospital  contains  about  600  beds,  and  is  li- 
mited to  Children,  from  two  to  fifteen  years  of 
age,  affected  with  Acute  and  Chronic  Diseases,  or 
suffering  from  the  effects  of  Injuries.

In  Summer,  Clinical  Instructions  are  given  three 
times  a week. 

HOSPICE  DE  LA  SALPETRIERE, 

BOULEVARD  DE  l’IIOPITAL. 

This  is  a house  of  refuge  foraged,  infirm,  or  unfor- 
tunate Females.  Those  affected  with  mental  de- 
rangement are  also  admitted.  The  Hospital  of  this 
establishment  is  under  the  care  of  M.  M.  Rost  an, 
and  Magendie,  Physicians,  M.  Pakiset,  who  has 
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the  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  Lallemext,  who 
is  Surgeon.  M.  Rostax  gives  his  Clinical  Lec- 
tures at  the  bed-side  of  the  patients. 

l’hospice  de  bicetre, 

Is  a similar  Institution  for  the  other  sex. 
HOP1TAL  MILITAIRE  DU  YAL  DE  GRACE. 

This  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  instruction  of 
the  junior  Medical  Officers  of  the  army.  To  visit 
it,  a written  permission  must  be  obtained.  M. 
Broussais  is  Physician  in  chief,  and  Professor. 

M.  Barrier  is  Surgeon  in  chief,  and  Professor. 

There  are  two  Military  Hospitals  besides  this 
in  Paris  ; but,  like  it,  they  are  not  open  to  Stu- 
dents. 

HOPITAL  NECKER, 

\ 

RUB  de  SEVRES. 

Of  this  Hospital  Laennec  was  formerly  Physi- 
cian. The  Physician  at  present  is  M.  Honore  , 
the  Surgeon,  M.  Passos:  It  contains  about  140 

beds. 


There  are  a few  Hospitals  besides,  which  are  of 
less  moment  to  the  Medical  Student. 

The  hour  of  attendance  in  the  Parisian  Hospitals 
is  fixed  at  Six,  a.  m.  in  Summer  ; at  Seven  in 
"Winter.  The  Clinical  Instructions  are  given  im- 
mediately after  the  visit. 


To  the  Parisian  Hospitals,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Hotel-Dieu,  the  Venereal  Hospital,  and  the 
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Military  Hospitals,  there  is  almost  unrestricted  ad- 
mission. Students  who  have  been  two  years  en- 
gaged in  the  study  of  Medicine,  and  those  who 
have  obtained  a Medical  Degree  or  Surgeon’s  Di- 
plomas, obtain  tickets  of  admission  to  the  Hotel- 
Dieu,  on  applying  to  M.  Dupuytren,  the  Surgeon. 

The  carte  which  is  obtained  on  application  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  gives  the  right 
of  admission  to  the  other  Hospitals,  as  well  as  to 
the  Lectures  of  the  Professors  of  the  School.  This 
carte,  unless  a certificate  is  desired,  such  as  is  re- 
quired for  a degree  either  at  Paris  or  elsewhere, 
costs  nothing.  Those  who  wish  to  obtain  such 
certificates,  with  a view  to  graduate  out  of  France, 
pay  about  25  francs  at  every  inscription,  that  is, 
every  three  months.  Students  who  design  to  gra- 
duate at  Paris  pay  about  50  francs  at  each  inscrip- 
tion ; and  the  sums  so  paid  are  reckoned  as  part  of 
the  1000  francs,  which  is  the  total  expense  of  a 
degree  at  Paris,  and  of  the  studies  in  Medicine 
required  for  it. 

Beyond  this  fee  at  the  inscriptions,  the  Student 
is  at  no  expense  in  the  public  courses  of  the  School 
of  Medicine,  unless  for  Subjects  in  the  Dissecting- 
rooms.  In  the  Dissecting-rooms  at  the  Hotel- 
Dieu,  which  are  free  to  all,  subjects  cost  from  6 to 
8 francs.  On  paying  about  60  francs,  the  Student 
may  become  a pupil  of  the  Assistants  in  the  Prac- 
tical School ; for  this  sum,  eight  bodies  are  allowed 
to  six  pupils. 


The  Library  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  is- 
open for  the  consulting  of  Books  on  Mondays,. 
Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  from  11  to  5 o'clock. 
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There  are  many  Private  Reading-rooms  in  Paris, 
•where  Students,  on  paying  a small  sum,  may  consult 
Medical  Books  daily.  The  Books  are  not  usually 
lent  out. 


The  Museums  of  the  School  of  Medicine  con- 
tain a magnificent  Collection  of  Anatomical  Prepa- 
rations and  Casts,  Models  of  Surgical  Instruments, 
and  Specimens  of  the  Articles  of  the  Materia  Me- 
dica.  They  are  open  on  the  same  days,  and  at  the 
same  hours,  as  the  Library. 


The  Botanic  Garden,  or  Jardin  des  Plantes,  is 
one  of  the  richest  in  the  world.  There  are  attach- 
ed to  it  Collections  of  Animals,  and  other  objects  of 
Natural  History.  Lectures  are  given  here  in  va- 
rious departments  of  Natural  Science. 


The  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Paris  confer  two 
Degrees — the  Degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine,  and 
that  of  Doctor  in  Surgery.  Sixteen  inscriptions,  or 
four  years’  study,  are  required  for  either  Degree. 
The  Candidates  must  have  obtained  previously  the 
Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  and  of  Bachelor  of 
Sciences.  There  are  five  examinationsffor  the  De- 
gree of  Doctor,  which  take  place,  by  the  late  re- 
gulations, at  stated  periods  throughout  the  four 
years’  course  of  study.  A Thesis  also  is  defended, 
which  is  afterwards  printed. 

o 2 
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A lthough  Oxford  does  not  possess  a complete 
Medical  School,  it  may  be  useful  to  notice  the  Lec- 
tures connected  with  Medicine  delivered  there,  and 
the  institutions  subservient  to  Medical  education. 

At  Oxford  there  are  four  Terms  in  the  year,  viz. 

1.  Michaelmas  Term,  which  begins  on  the  10th 
of  October,  and  ends  on  the  17th  of  December. 

°2.  Hilary  Term,  which  begins  on  the  14th  of 
January,  and  ends  on  the  day  before  Palm  Sun- 
day. 

3.  Easter  Term,  which,  begins  on  the  10th  day 
after  Easter,  and  ends  on  the  day  before  Whitsun- 
day. 

4.  Trinity,  or  Act  Term,  which  begins  on  Wed- 
nesday after  Whitsunday,  and  ends  the  Saturday 
after  the  Act,  which  is  always  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  July. 

Two  Courses  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy  are  given  • 
every  year  in  the  Anatomical  School  at  Christ 
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Church,  one  in  Lent,  the  other  in  Michaelmas- 
Term. — Lecturer,  John  Kidd,  D.  M.  Dr  Kidd 
is  Regius  Professor  of  Medicine,  and  Aldrichian 
Professor  of  Anatomy  ; also  Prselector  of  Anatomy 
on  Tomlins’s  and  Lee’s  Foundations.  One  Course 
of  Lectures  in  Chemistrv  is  given  every  year  at  the 
M useum.  The  Course  usually  commences  in  Mi- 
chaelmas Term.  Lecturer,  Charles  G.  B.  Dau- 
beny,  D.  M.  Aldrichian  Professor. 

Besides  the  Regius  Professorship  of  Medicine, 
there  is  an  Aldrichian  Professorship  of  Medicine, 
held  by  J.  A.  Ogle,  D.  M. — but  no  Lectures  on 
the  Practice  of  Medicine  are  given. 

There  is  a Clinical  Professorship  in  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary  at  Oxford,  held  by  Robert  Bourne, 
D.  M. 

George  Williams,  D.  M.  is  Regius  and  Sher- 
ardian  Professor  of  Botany. 


The  Bodleian  Library  being  privileged  to  re- 
ceive a copy  of  every  Book  entered  at  Stationers-1

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DEGREES  AT  OXFORD. 

At  Oxford,  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  in  Medi- 
cine, the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Master  of 
Arts,  and  Bachelor  in  Medicine,  are,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, required.  No  one  can  be  examined  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  before  the  beginning  of 
the  fourth  year  from  the  date  of  his  matriculation, 
and  actual  residence  for  twelve  terms  is  necessary. 

J 

From  the  time  of  admission  to  the  Bachelor’s  de- 
gree, twelve  terms  are  computed  before  the  Bache- 
lor can  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  ; 
but  actual  residence  during  three  weeks  of  one  of 
these  terms  only  is  sufficient ; and  the  twelve  terms 
are  so  computed,  that  they  fall  within  two  years. 
At  the  end,  therefore,  of  about  five  years  from  the 
date  of  matriculation,  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
may  be  obtained.  At  the  end  of  one  year  after 
obtaining  the  degree  of  A.  M.  the  candidate  may 
become  a Bachelor  of  Medicine,  and  after  three 
years  more  he  may  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor. 
For  the  degree  of  Bachelor  in  Medicine,  disputa- 
tions are  enjoined  on  two  distinct  days  before  the 
Professors  of  the  Faculty. 

For  the  degree  of  Doctor  three  Lectures  in  the 
schools  are  read  at  different  hours  on  the  same  day. 
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At  Cambridge  there  are  three  Terms  in  the 
year : 

1.  Michaelmas  Term  begins  10th  October,  and 
ends  10th  December. 

2.  Lent  Term  begins  loth  January,  and  ends 
the  Friday  before  Palm  Sunday. 

3.  Faster  Term  begins  on  the  Wednesday  se’en- 
night  after  Easter-day,  and  ends  on  the  Friday 
after  Commencement  day,  which  is  always  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  July. 

Dr  Havil.akd,  Regius  Professor  of  Physic,  gives 
a course  of  Lectures  on  Pathology  and  the  Practice 
of  Physic,  during  the  latter  half  of  Lent  Term  and 
the  first  half  of  Easter  Term. 

Dr  Rewett,  Downing  Professor  of  Medicine, 
gives  Elementary  Lectures  on  the  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Physic , in  the  October  Term. 

Professor  Clarke  gives  two  courses  of  Anatomy 
every  year,  in  the  Anatomical  Schools  opposite 
Queen’s  College.  * 

Professor  Cumming  gives  two  courses  of  Chemis- 
try every  year,  in  the  Schools  in  the  Botanic  Gar- 
den. 

Professor  Hexslow  occasionally  gives  Lectures 
on  Botany,  in  the  Schools  at  the  Botanic  Garden- 
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Professor  Sedgwick  gives  Lectures  on  Geology, 
and  Professor  Henslow  on  Mineralogy. 

Students  of  Medicine  may  attend  the  Practice  of 
Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  into  which  about 
1000  patients  are  admitted  annually. 

Dr  Ha vi  land,  Regius  Professor  of  Medicine,  is 
one  of  the  Physicians  of  this  Hospital. 


The  Cambridge  University  Library  is  privi- 
leged to  receive  a copy  of  every  book  published  in 
the  United  Kingdom.  Bachelors  of  Physic  are  en- 
titled to  the  use  of  the  Library. 

The  Fitzwilliam  Museum  contains  no  collec- 
tion in  Natural  History,  but  there  are  in  the  Uni- 
versity two  collections  in  Mineralogy — the  Wood- 
wardian  Cabinet,  and  the  Collection  made  by  the 
late  Dr  Clarke. 

The  Cambridge  Botanic  Garden  occupies  be- 
tween three  and  four  acres,  and  is  well  laid  out. 
The  Curator  is  Arthur  Biggs,  F.  L.S. 


The  qualifications  required  for  the  Degrees  of 
Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Cambridge, 
will  be  best  learned  by  the  following  extract  frotn 
Dr  Haviland’s  letter  to  the  late  Dr  Duncan  of 
Edinburgh  on  this  subject : 

“ The  Medical  Students  here  commonly  reside 
during  the  first  three  years  after  their  admission, 
when  they  are,  in  common  with  the  other  Students, 
obliged  to  attend  the  Private  Lectures  given  in  the 
different  Colleges  on  Natural  and  Moral  Philoso- 
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phy,  Mathematics,  and  the  Classics,  as  well  as  the 
Examinations  on  the  subject  of  these  Lectures, 
once  or  twice  in  the  year.  They  are  also  compel- 
led to  pass  a Public  Examination,  on  the  Evidences 
of  Christianity,  the  Greek  Testament,  and  some 
classical  subjects.  This  examination  takes  place 
after  a residence  of  a year  and  half. 

“ They  are  obliged  also  to  attend,  during  their 
residence,  (and  this  is  usually  done  after  passing 
the  public  examination,)  a complete  course  of  the 
Lectures  of  the  Professor  of  Physic,  as  they  are  not 
to  be  absent  a single  Lecture  without  a sufficient 
excuse.  They  are  expected,  moreover,  to  attend, 
either  here  or  elsewhere,  two  courses  of  Lectures 
on  Anatomy.  After  the  expiration  of  five  years 
they  are  entitled  to  become  candidates  for  the  de- 
gree of  M.  B.  They'  apply  to  the  Professor  of 
Physic,  who  examines  them  as  to  their  qualifica- 
tions. They  have  to  translate  a passage  of  Hippo- 
crates, generally  some  of  the  Aphorisms  ; as  also  of 
some  Latin  author,  as  Celsus.  They  have  written 
questions  given  to  them  from  the  sciences  connect- 
ed with  Medicine,  as  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Patho- 
logy, Therapeutics,  and  Pharmacy,  to  which  they 
are  to  'write  answers  in  English.  If  this  examina- 
tion (which  continues  two  days)  is  satisfactory,  a 
day  is  appointed  for  the  public  disputations  in  the 
Schools,  which  are  carried  on  in  the  Latin  lan- 
guage. The  candidate  for  the  degree  is  to  defend 
two  questions,  one  selected  by  himself,  and  one  by 
the  Professor.  Pie  first  reads  a thesis  in  support 
of  his  own  questions,  and  he  then  answers  the  ar- 
guments brought  forward  by  another  candidate,  or 
by  the  Professor.  The  business  ends  by  the  latter 
reading  the  determination.  There  is  also  a public 
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examination  at  the  same  time.  This  is  termed 
keeping  an  act,  of  which  one  only  can  be  kept  dur- 
ing the  day.  Should  the  candidate  for  the  M.  B. 
degree  get  through  these  exercises,  he  is,  at  the 
next  public  congregation,  admitted  to  the  degree. 
But  this  confers  no  right  to  practise.  After  two 
more  years  he  proposes  himself  for  a licence  ad 
‘praciicandvm  ; which,  after  an  examination  by  the 
Professor  and  another  M.  D.  similar  to  that  I have 
described,  but  in  addition  to  which  a translation 
from  Aretaeus  is  introduced,  if  found  competent,  he 
obtains. 

“ After  three  more  years,  he  may  become  a can- 
didate for  the  M.  D.  degree,  for  which  he  has  no 
further  examination,  but  must  keep  (properly 
speaking)  two  public  acts ; one  of  them,  however, 
is  commonly  dispensed  with.  Thus  in  ten  years  he 
becomes  M.  D. ; this  is  the  shortest  and  most  com- 
mon mode  of  proceeding  to  the  degree.” 


This  letter  is  dated  Cambridge,  7th  October 
1824,  and  is  published  in  the  Edinburgh  Medical 
and  Surgical  Journal  for  July  1828.

Medicine. 

I.  Every  Candidate  for  a Medical  Degree  must 
bring  evidence  that  he  has  reached  the  age  of 
Twenty -one. 

II.  He  must  bring  evidence  of  having  attended 
for  four  years  some  University  in  which  Medicine 
is  regularly  taught,  or  the  Lectures  delivered  in 
the  Theatre  of  the  College  of  Surgeons,  Dublin  j 
or  those  delivered  in  London : one  of  these  years, 
at  least,  he  must  have  attended  the  University  of 
Glasgow. 

III.  He  must  produce  Certificates  of  having  at- 
tended the  following  Medical  Classes,  in  the  above- 
mentioned  Schools — each  Course  being  reckoned  to 
last  during  six  calendar  months,  viz. 
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Anatomy,  during  Two  such  Courses. 

Chemistry,  during  Two  such  Courses. 

Institutions  of  Medicine,  One  such  Course. 

Practice  of  Medicine,  one  such  Course. 

Materia  Medica,  One  such  Course. 

Midwifery,  One  such  Course. 

Surgery,  One  such  Course. 

Botany,  One  Course  in  a University. 

Infirmary,  during  Twelve  Months. 

N.  B. — Two  London  Courses,  of  between  three 
and  four  months  each,  to  be  reckoned  equivalent  to 
one  six  months’  Course. 

IV.  Each  Candidate  for  a Medical  Degree  must 
announce  his  intention,  and  lodge  the  requisite 
Testimonials  with  the  youngest  Member  of  the 
Medical  Faculty  in  the  University,  two  months  be- 
fore the  time  of  Graduation  ; that  is  to  say,  by  the 
1st  of  March  and  the  1st  of  June,  otherwise  he 
cannot  be  taken  on  Trials  till  the  following  year. 

V.  Every  Candidate  for  a Medical  Degree  shall 
undergo  three  Examinations.  The  first  on  Anato- 
my and  Physiology  ; the  second  on  Chemistry  and 
Pharmacy  ; and  the  third  on  the  Practice  of  Medi- 
cine. He  shall  likewise  write  a Latin  Commen- 
tary on  an  Aphorism  of  Hippocrates,  and  a Medical 
Case. 

VI.  The  Degrees  shall  be  conferred  on  those 
Candidates  who  have  acquitted  themselves  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Examinators,  on  the  last  Wed- 
nesday of  April,  and  the  first  Wednesday  of  Au- 
gust, in  each  year,  and  at  no  other  time, 
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Surgery. 

The  Curriculum  of  Students  who  mean  to  take 
Degrees  in  Surgery,  to  be  three  years  ; during 
which  period  they  must  attend  the  following 
Courses,  of  six  months  each,  or  the  equivalent  Lon- 
don Courses,  as  specified  in  the  case  of  Physicians, 
viz.

Every  Candidate  must  have  attended  Lectures 
delivered  by  the  Professors  or  the  Lecturers  of  our 
University,  or  by  the  President,  Members  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  or  of  Surgeons  of  London,  of 
Edinburgh,  or  Dublin,  or  by  Members  of  our  Fa- 
culty, on  the  following  subjects: — Anatomy  and 
Surgery,  Theory  of  Physic,  Practice  of  Physic, 
Materia  Medica,  Chemistry  and  Midwifery. 

Every  Candidate  shall  have  attended  at  least  two 
complete  courses  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery,  deliver- 
ed in  different  Sessions,  and  Twelve  Months  at  a 
Public  Hospital. 

Any  Candidate  who  shall  have  served  an  appren- 
ticeship of  three  or  more  years  to  a regular  practi- 
tioner, must  have  attended  Lectures,  at  least,  during 
two  complete  Winter  Sessions.  Any  Candidate  who 
shall  not  have  served  such  apprenticeship,  must 
have  attended  Lectures,  during,  at  least,  three  com- 
plete Winter  Sessions,  and  the  shop  of  a Surgeon  or 
of  an  Apothecary  at  least  Six  Months. 

The  fee  of  Five  Guineas  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Preses  previous  to  examination,  and  at  the 
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same  time  satisfactory  documents  shall  be  produced 
of  the  requisite  courses  of  Education, 

The  Candidates,  under  some  circumstances,  are 
required  to  write  a short  dissertation  on  some  medi- 
cal subject.  It  is  not  printed. 

The  information  given  regarding  the  Glasgow  School  of 
Medicine  is  less  complete  than  we  should  have  wished,  owiug 
to  the  answers  to  our  more  particular  inquiries  not  having  yet 
come  to  hand. 
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At  Aberdeen  there  are  two  Colleges,  King’s  Col- 
lege in  Old  Aberdeen,  and  Marischal  College  in 
New  Aberdeen',  they  are  not  much  beyond  one 
mile  distant  from  each  other.

REGULATIONS 

OF 

MARISCHAL  COLLEGE  AND  UNIVERSITY, 
ABERDEEN, 

Respecting  Medical  Degrees. 

I.  Every  person  offering  himself  as  a Candi- 
date for  the  Degree  of  M.  D.  shall  first  produce 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  possessing  a good  cha- 
racter, and  of  his  having  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
five  years  3 and  secondly  shall  lay  before  the  Sena- 
tes Academicus,  Certificates  of  his  having  obtained 
the  Degree  of  A.  M.  in  this,  or  some  other  Univer- 
sity, after  the  usual  Examinations;*  of  his  having 

* As  the  requisition  respecting  the  Degree  of  A.  M.  might 
prove  injurious  to  some  Medical  Students  whose  education  is 
now  in  progress,  were  it  to  take  effect  immediately,  it  is  re- 
solved that  it  shall  not  come  into  full  force  till  the  year  1850. 
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attended  Courses  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy,  Surgery, 
Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Physic,  and  Botany,  in  this  or  some  other  Uni- 
versity or  celebrated  School,  under  Professors  or 
Teachers  of  reputation  ; and  of  his  having  attend- 
ed, for  three  or  more  years,  a Medical  Hospital 
containing  the  average  number  of  at  least  eighty 
patients. 

II.  After  the  Senatus  Academicus  shall  have 
been  fully  satisfied  on  the  above  preliminary  points, 
the  applicant  shall  be  received  as  a Candidate  for 
the  Degree  of  M.  D.  and  shall  be  required  to  ap- 
pear before  the  University  at  one  of  their  stated 
terms  for  granting  such  Degrees,  and  in  their  pre- 
sence be  examined  by  the  Medical  and  other  Pro- 
fessors on  the  different  branches  of  Medical  Science 
— on  his  knowledge  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  lan- 
guages— and  on  such  other  branches  of  Literature 
as  they  shall  see  proper.  If  fully  satisfied  with  the 
qualifications  of  the  Candidate,  the  University  shall 
confer  on  him  the  Degree  which  he  solicits.

*#*  No  answer  has  been  returned  to  our  more  particular  in- 
quiries respecting  the  Medical  Education  at  Aberdeen. 
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At  St  Andrews,  there  is  no  Medical  School.  But 
Dr  Briggs,  the  Professor  of  Medicine  in  the 
United  College,  gives  a six  months  Coarse  of  Che- 
mistry and  Pharmacy  in  the  Winter  Session.

Adopted  hy  the  Faculty  of  Arts  in  the  University  of 
St  Andrews , regarding  the  conferring  the  Decree 
of  A.  M. 

1.  That  no  Student  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Faculty,  as  qualified  to  receive  the  Degree  of  A.  M. 
without  a special  examination  by  the  Professors  of 
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Humanity,  Greek,  Logic,  Mathematics,  Moral  Phi- 
losophy, Natural  Philosophy,  and  Chemistry. 

2.  That  the  examination  by  the  Professor  of  Hu- 
manity shall  be,  inter  alia , upon  the  first  five  books 
of  Livy,  the  sixth  book  of  the  iEneid  of  Virgil,  and 
Horace’s  Treatise  de  Arte  Poetica,  ad  aperturam. 

5.  That  the  examination  by  the  Professor  of 
Greek  shall  be,  inter  alia , upon  the  first  six  books 
of  Homer,  the  CEdipus  Tyrannus  of  Sophocles,  and 
the  seventh  book  of  Thucydides,  ad  aperturam. 

4.  That  the  examination  by  the  Professor  of  Ma- 
thematics shall  be  upon  the  Elements  of  Plane  and 
Solid  Geometry,  Conic  Sections,  as  much  of  Plane 
and  Spherical  Trigonometry  as  is  sufficient  for  the 
solutions  of  all  the  cases,  Algebra  in  as  far  as  re- 
gards the  doctrine  of  Surds,  and  the  solution  of  Sim- 
ple and  Quadratic  Equations,  and  the  Elements  of 
the  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. 

5.  That  the  examination  by  the  Professor  of  Na- 

tural Philosophy  shall  be  strict  upon  Statics,  Dy- 
namics, and  Astronomy,  so  far  as  they  are  taught 
in  the  course  ; and  shall  be  such  as  to  ascertain  that 
the  Candidate  has  a respectable  acquaintance  with 
the  leading  facts  and  principles  of  the  remainder  of 
the  usual  course.  . 

6.  That  the  examination  by  the  Professors  of 
Logic,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Chemistry,  shall  be 
upon  the  leading  doctrines  in  their  respective  de- 
partments } and  special  and  strict  upon  such  parts 
as  they  may  have  previously  pointed  out  particular- 
ly to  the  Candidate’s  attention. 

7.  That  it  be  competent  for  any  Member  of  the 
Faculty  who  may  choose  to  attend  and  witness  these 
examinations  \ but  that  no  case  of  rejection  shall  be 
divulged,  nor  any  thing  mentioned  publicly  respect- 
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ing  the  state  of  the  vote,  when  the  diploma  is  to  be 
granted  or  refused. 

8.  That  the  above  examination  may  be  divided, 
and  taken  in  two  separate  portions,  at  the  option  of 
each  Candidate,  with  an  interval  of  not  more  than 
six  months.

***  In  these  Regulations  the  number  of  years  to 
he  devoted  to  the  study  of  such  subjects  is  not  spe- 
cified. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  unless  obtained 
after  four  years  study  in  a University,  does  not  en- 
title the  Student  to  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  in 
Medicine  from  the  University  of  Edinburgh  sooner 
than  at  the  end  of  four  years. 


REGULATIONS 

Respecting  Medical  Degrees,  appointed  by  the  Sena- 
tus  Academicus  of  the  University  of  St  Andrews 
to  be  observed  in  all  time  coming. 

1st,  No  Degree  shall  be  conferred  on  an  absent 
Candidate. 

2d,  The  Candidate  must  produce  a satisfactory 
Certificate  that  he  is  upwards  of  21  years  of  age, 
and  that  he  is  of  unexceptionable  moral  character. 
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od , The  Candidate,  if  he  be  not  in  possession  of 
a Diploma  as  A.  M.,  must  produce  Certificates  of 
his  having  had  a Liberal  and  Classical  Education, 
and  be  ready  to  undergo  an  examination  as  to  his 
proficiency  in  Classical  Literature  by  a Committee 
of  the  University,  or  by  the  Senatus  Academicus. 

4cth,  The  Candidate  must  produce  Certificates 
that  he  has  attended  in  some  University,  or  cele- 
brated School  of  Medicine,  for  at  least  four  com- 
plete Sessions,  during  four  years,  the  following 
branches  of  Medical  Education,  viz.  Anatomy  and 
Surgery — Practical  Anatomy,  or  Private  Dissec- 
tions— Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy — Chemistry 
and  Chemical  Pharmacy — the  Theory  of  Physic — 
the  Practice  of  Physic — Midwifery  and  the  Diseases 
of  Women  and  Children — Botany  and  Clinical  Lec- 
tures delivered  by  Professors,  or  accredited  Medical 
Officers,  on  the  cases  of  the  sick  in  a large  public 
Hospital.  (It  is  not  meant  that  the  Candidate  shall 
have  attended  more  than  two  or  three  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Medical  Classes  during  one  Session.) 

5 th,  The  Candidate  must  bring  Certificates  of 
his  having  attended  the  daily  visitations  of  the 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  such  Hospital  for  at 
least  six  months  a-year  during  two  different  years. 

6th,  If  the  Candidate  shall  have  so  far  satisfied 
the  University,  the  Rector  shall  be  requested  to  fix 
a day  for  his  Examination  by  the  Medical  and  other 
Professors  on  all  the  branches  of  Medical  Science  ; 
and  provided  this  examination  shall  satisfy  the  Se- 
natus Academicus,  the  Candidate  shall  have  deli- 
vered to  him  a Medical  case  or  cases  tvith  questions 
subjoined,  which  cases  he  must  answer  in  writing, 
and  defend  his  answers  before  the  Members  of  the 
University. 

a. 2 
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7tli,  The  whole  proceedings  shall  then  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  consideration  of  the  Senatus  Acade- 
micus  ; and  if  they  are  satisfied,  the  degree  of  M.  D. 
shall  be  conferred  on  the  Candidate  by  the  Rector, 
in  the  Hall  of  the  public  Library. 

Such  are  the  Regulations  appointed  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  St  Andrews  to  be  observed  in  all  ordi- 
nary cases.  When,  however,  the  Candidate,  posses- 
sed of  a Surgical  Diploma  from  Edinburgh,  Lon- 
don, Dublin,  or  Glasgow,  shall  have  been  in  regular 
practice  for  some  years,  or  when  he  shall  have  been 
appointed  and  have  acted  as  Surgeon  in  his  Ma- 
jesty’s Navy  or  Army,  or  to  the  Forces  or  Ships  of 
the  East  India  Company — a three  year’s  attendance 
on  the  above-mentioned  courses  of  Medicine,  and 
one  year’s  attendance  on  a public  Hospital,  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  to  rank  him  as  entitled  to  be  ex- 
amined. 

Farther,  it  is  desirable  that  the  Candidate  com- 
municate by  letter  with  the  Medical  Professor,  and 
send  him  a list  of  the  Certificates  be  means  to  pro- 
duce, before  he  repairs  to  St  Andrews  for  examina- 
tion. This  may  prevent  disappointment,  delay,  and 
expence  to  the  Candidate. 

8th,  The  University  reserves  to  itself  the  power 
to  confer  Honorary  Degrees  in  Medicine  on  highly 
distinguished  individuals,  who  cannot  be  expected  to 
comply  with  the  above  Regulations  j but  every  such 
Honorary  Degree  shall  be  conferred  unsolicited  and 
free  of  expence.

ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  PHYSICIANS  IN 
LONDON. 

r 


The  College  of  Physicians  in  London  is  entit- 
led by  charter  to  prevent  any  one  from  practising  as  a 
Physician  in  London,,  and  within  seven  miles  thereof, 
who  has  not  submitted  to  its  Examinations.  The 
bye-laws  of  the  College  permit  Graduates  of  Ox- 
ford, Cambridge,  and  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  only 
to  become  Fellows.  Graduates  of  Scotch  and  Fo- 
reign Universities  are  admitted  as  Licentiates. 
The  Licentiates  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as  the 
Fellows,  so  far  as  Practice  is  concerned,  but  they 
have  no  share  in  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the 
College. 

The  President  may  annually  propose  one  Doctor 
in  Medicine,  not  otherwise  eligible  asf  a Licentiate, 
for  examination  and  admission  to  the  licence.  He 
may  propose  also,  annually,  one  Licentiate  of  10 
years  standing  for  the  Fellowship,  although  he  is 
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not  otherwise  eligible  to  that  rank.  Also  any  Fel- 
low at  the  annual  Michaelmas  meeting  of  the 
College  may  propose  for  examination,  and  admission 
to  the  Fellowship,  any  Licentiate  of  seven  years 
standing  who  is  36  years  of  age. 

Besides  the  Fellows  and  Licentiates,  there  are 
Candidate',  and  Candidate  Inceptores,  in  the  Col- 
lege. 

The  Candidate  are,  Doctors  of  Oxford,  Cam- 
bridge, or  Trinity  College,  who,  having  passed  their 
examinations  for  the  Fellowship,  may  become  Fel- 
lows at  the  end  of  one  year,  being  entitled  to  prac- 
tise in  the  mean  time.  The  Candidate  Inceptores 
are,  Batchelors  of  Physic  in  the  same  Universities, 
who,  having  undergone  the  examinations  for  the 
Fellowship,  are  entitled  to  practise,  but  cannot  be- 
come Fellows  till  they  have  taken  the  degree  of 
Doctor. 

Besides  the  Licentiates,  there  are  extra  Licen- 
tiates, who  are  entitled  to  practise  only  beyond  seven 
miles  from  London.  The  rules  in  regard  to  the  admis- 
sion of  these  are  less  strict  than  in  the  other  cases. 

The  Examinations  are  nearly  the  same,  whether 
for  the  Fellowship  or  for  the  Licence, — the  only 
difference  being,  that  the  Fellows  are  required  to 
translate  Greek  in  Aretscus  or  Hippocrates,  the 
Licentiates  being  called  on  to  read  Celsus  or  Sy- 
denham. The  Examinations  are  held  by  the  Pre- 
sident and  Censors,  on  the  first  Friday  of  every 
month. 

There  are  three  Examinations, — the  first  on 
Physiology, — the  second  on  Pathology, — the  third 
on  Therapeutics.  They  are  conducted  in  Latin. 

The  Fees  paid  by  the  Candidate  Inceptores  are 
L.42,— by  the  Licentiates,  L.57. 
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The  following  are  translated  Extracts  from  those 
parts  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College,  which  are  de- 
livered to  Physicians  offering  themselves  for  the 
Fellowship  or  Licence  : 

“ We  enact  and  ordain  that  no  one  shall  be  pro- 
posed for  election  as  a Licentiate  until  he  has  sa- 
tisfied the  President  and  Censors  that  he  has  com- 
pleted his  twenty-sixth  year,  and  that  he  has  ob- 
tained the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine,  after  two 
entire  years  residence  in  a University  with  the  pur- 
pose of  studying  Medicine,  of  which  residence  and 
study  he  must  produce  proper  Certificates.” 

“ No  one  who  is  a Member  of  any  Corporation  of 
Surgeons  or  Apothecaries  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Licence  until  he  has  first  renounced  all  the  privi- 
leges of  that  Corporation,  and  has  delivered  to  the 
Registrar  an  authenticated  Certificate  of  his  dis- 
franchisement.” 

. “ If  any  one  at  any  of  the  Examinations  shall  be 

judged  unfit  to  receive  the  Licence  to  practise  in 

London  and  within  seven  miles  thereof,  he  shall  not 

be  admitted  to  a second  Examination  till  one  vear

has  expired  from  the  time  of  his  rejection.” 

“ If  any  one  who  has  not  received  a Licence  un- 
der the  Seal  of  the  College  shall  practise  Medicine 
in  London,  or  within  seven  miles  thereof,  he  shall 
be  admonished  by  authority  of  the  President  and 
Censors,  if  they,  or  a majority  of  them,  shall  think 
fit,  to  desist  from  practising,  until,  having  submitted 
himself  to  Examination,  he  shall  be  found  qualified 
to  obtain  a Licence  under  the  Seal  oPthe  College.” 
“ Whoever  neglects  this  admonition  will  incur 
the  penalties  of  the  laws  of  the  realm  [legibus  regni 
obnoxius  cn't.y’ 
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“ No  Fellow,  Candidate,  or  Licentiate,  may  hold 
consultation  in  those  cases  which  are  the  province 
of  a Physician,  with  any  one  in  London,  and  within 
seven  miles  thereof,  who  is  not  a Fellow,  Candidate, 
or  Licentiate  of  the  College,  under  a penalty  of 
Five  Pounds,  to  be  exacted  as  often  as  this  offence 
shall  appear  to  the  President  and  Censors,  or  to  a 
majority  of  them,  to  be  proved  against  him.” 


ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  SURGEONS,  LONDON. 

Every  one  who  receives  a Surgeon’s  Diploma 
from  the  London  College  of  Surgeons,  acquires  full 
privileges  as  to  practice,  and  is  entitled  to  style  him- 
self Member  of  the  College,  but  he  obtains  no 
share  in  the  managementof  the  affairs  of  the  Cor- 
poration. The  administration  of  the  property  of 
the  College,  the  making  of  Bye-laws,  and  the  like, 
are  vested  by  act  of  Parliament  in  the  Council, 
Elections  into  the  Council  are  made  by  the  Coun- 
cil itself  from  the  Members  of  the  College. 

The  following  Extracts  are  made  from  the  Bye- 
Laws  published  by  authority  of  the  Council : 

election,  and  admission,  of  members  of  the 

COUNCIL. 

1.  No  Member  of  the  College,  whose  profes- 
sional Practice  is  not  confined  to  Surgery,  shall  be 
elected  a Member  of  the  Council. 

2.  All  Elections  into  the  Council  shall  be  by  bal- 
lot ; and  every  vacancy  shall  be  filled  at  a Meeting  . 
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of  the  Council, — to  be  holden  at  such  time  as  the 
Council,  at  which  the  vacancy  has  been  declared, 
may  have  determined. 

5.  Every  person  elected  a member  of  the  Coun- 
cil, having  had  notice  of  his  election,  by  letter  ad- 
dressed to  him  from  the  Secretary,  or  other  officer 
of  the  College,  and  delivered  at  his  usual  place  of 
residence,  shall,  within  one  calendar  month  after  the 
delivery  of  such  notice,  signify  to  the  Secretary  his 
acceptance  of  the  office  ; — otherwise  his  election 
shall  be  void. 

4.  Every  member  of  the  Council  shall,  prior 
to  his  admission,  subscribe  his  name  to  a copy  of  the 
bye-laws,  and  of  the  ordinances,  in  testimony  of  hav- 
ing engaged  himself  to  the  observance  thereof; 
and,  upon  his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  his  elec- 
tion shall  be  void. 

5.  Every  member  of  the  Council  shall,  prior 
to  his  admission,  pay  Twenty  Guineas, 

ABSENCE,  OR  MISCONDUCT,  OF  MEMBEKS  OF  THE 

COUNCIL. 

1.  Should  any  member  of  the  Council  be  ab- 
sent from  more  than  four  successive  Quarterly 
Meetings,  without  leave  of  the  Council,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  removal  therefrom  ; unless  a reason  for 
such  absence,  satisfactory  to  the  Council,  be  as- 
signed. 

2.  Any  member  of  the  Council  who  shall  not 
confine  his  professional  practice  to  Surgery,  shall 
be  liable  to  removal  from  the  Council. 

2.  Any  member  of  the  Council  who  shall  con- 
temptuously disobey  any  bye-law,  or  ordinance,  of 
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the  College,  shall  be  liable  to  censure,  or  to  removal 
from  the  Council. 

ELECTION  OF  EXAMINERS. 

1.  All  elections  into  the  Court  of  Examiners 
shall  be  by  ballot : and  every  vacancy  in  that  Court 
shall  be  filled  at  a meeting  of  the  Council, — to  be 
holden  at  such  time  as  the  Council,  at  which  the 
vacancy  has  been  declared,  may  have  determined. 

2.  Every  member  of  the  Court  shall,  upon  his 
admission,  pay  Twenty  Guineas. 

ABSENCE  OF  EXAMINERS. 

Should  a member  of  the  Couit  of  Examiners  be 
absent  from  that  Court  more  than  six  successive 
calendar  months,  without  assigning  a reason  satis- 
factory to  the  Court, — such  absence  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Council,  holden  next  after  the  expiration  of 
the  said  six  months  ; — and  the  member  so  absent- 
ing himself  shall  be  liable  to  removal  from  the 
Council. 


RIGH  S or  MEMBERS. 

The  College  will,  at  all  times,  protect  and  defend 
every  member,  who  may  be  disturbed  in  the  exer- 
cise and  enjoyment  of  the  rights,  privileges,  ex- 
emptions, and  immunities  acquired  by  him  as  a 
member  thereof. 

resignation,  and  release  of  members. 

1.  Any  member  of  the  College  desirous  of  ceas- 
ing to  be  a member  thereof,  shall  tender  his  resig- 
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nation  to  the  Council ; and,  upon  the  acceptance  of 
resignation,  he  shall  pay  Ten  Guineas,  over  and 
above  all  charges  of  stamps. 

2.  No  resignation  shall  be  complete  and  valid 
until  an  Instrument,  under  the  Seal  of  the  College, 
declaratory  thereof,  be  delivered  to  the  member 
resigning. 

MEMBERS,  AND  ARTICLED  STUDENTS. 

1.  No  person  under  16  years  of  age  shall  be  ar- 
ticled as  a Student  at  the  College  ; nor  shall  any 
person  be  articled  for  a shorter  period  than  six 
years. 

2.  The  Court  of  Examiners  shall  examine  every 
person  proposed  to  be  an  articled  Student,  as  to  his 
proficiency  in  the  Latin  language : and  if,  upon 
such  examination,  he  be  approved,  he  shall,  there- 
upon, be  articled,  before  the  Court,  in  such  form  as 
the  Court  of  Examiners  may  at  any  time  judge 
proper. 

3.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  shall  sign 
his  name  to  the  executed  articles  of  agreement. 

4.  Every  member  of  the  College,  on  receiving  an 
articled  Student,  as  aforesaid,  shall  pay,  or  cause  to 
be  paid.  Ten  Guineas,  over  and  above  all  charges  of 
stamps  ; which  sum  shall  be  allowed  in  that  requir- 
ed by  the  Bye-law,  (Sect.  xvi.  § 9.)  on  the  admis- 
sion, at  any  time,  of  such  Student  to  be  a member 
of  the  College. 

3.  Upon  the  death  of  any  member  to  whom  a 
aStudent  has  been  articled  at  the  College,  and  the 
term  of  whose  agreement  has  not  expired — the  Stu- 
dent, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Court  of 
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Examiners,  may  be  transferred  to  another  member 
of  the  College  for  the  remainder  of  the  said  term. 


SOCIETY  OF  APOTHECARIES  OF  LONDON. 

The  Corporation  of  Apothecaries  in  London  is 
composed  of  a Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants. 
Those  who  obtain  Certificates  to  practise  as  Apo- 
thecaries, do  not  become  Members  of  the  Society. 
The  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation 
is  vested  in  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants. 
The  Court  of  Assistants  keeps  up  and  adds  to  its 
own  number  by  election.  The  Court  of  Examiners 
is  also  elected  by  it. 


ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  PHYSICIANS  OF 
EDINBURGH. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh 
is  empowered  by  Charter  to  fine  unlicensed  Phy- 
sicians who  practise  in  Edinburgh.  It  consists  of 
resident  and  non-resident  Fellows,  and  of  resident 
and  non-resident  Licentiates.  There  are  also  Ho- 
norary Fellows. 

The  conditions  of  admission  into  this  body  will 
appear  from  the  following  extracts  from  their  Re- 
gulations. 
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Of  Ordinary  Fellows  and  Licentiates. 

• 

1.  No  one  can  petition  to  be  admitted  a Fellow, 
or  Licentiate  of  the  College,  who  has  not  previous- 
ly obtained  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine, 

2.  Graduates  of  the  Scottish  Universities,  and  of 
the  Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  and  Dub- 
lin, are  entitled  to  be  admitted  Licentiates,  or  re- 
ceived as  Candidates  for  Fellowships,  without  any 
previous  trial  or  examination. 

5.  Any  Candidate  petitioning  to  be  admitted, 
either  as  a Fellow  or  as  a Licentiate,  having  a 
foreign  degree,  must  apply  for  a previous  exami- 
nation- 

4.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  any  Fellow  of  the 
College  to  move  that  the  Candidate  be  admitted 
without  a previous  examination,  and  if  the  motion 
shall  be  seconded,  it  shall  be  determined  by  ballot 
at  next  Quarterly  Meeting,  a majority  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Fellows  present  being  necessary  to  carry  it. 

5.  If  the  examination  shall  take  place,  it  shall 
consist  of  three  trials  : 

The  first,  by  two  Fellows,  appointed  by  the  Col- 
lege, on  any  part  of  Medicine. 

The  second,  by  two  other  Fellows,  on  two  Apho- 
risms of  Hippocrates.  And, 

The  third,  by  two  other  Fellow's,  ontw'o  Medical 
cases. 

6.  All  these  trials  shall  be  in  presence  of  the 
College,  and  in  the  Latin  language. 

7.  It  shall  be  optional  for  Candidates,  either  in 
the  first  instance  to  petition  to  be  admitted  Licen- 
tiates of  the  College,  or  to  be  admitted  Candidates 
for  being  elected  Fellows.

8.  Licentiates  or  Candidates  not  residing  in 
Edinburgh*  may  be  proposed  as  Candidates  for  Fel- 
lowships, at  the  same  Meeting  at  which  they  are 
either  admitted  Licentiates  or  their  petitions  are 
presented  for  admission  as  Fellows. 

9.  No  Licentiate  or  Candidate  residing  in  Edin- 
burgh can  be  proposed  as  a Candidate  for  a resi- 
dent Fellowship;  till  he  has  held  the  rank  of  Licen- 
tiate for  Nine  Months,  or,  in  case  of  his  not  being 
a Licentiate,  till  Nine  Months  after  his  petition  to 
be  admitted  a resident  Fellow  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented ; but,  in  case  of  any  particular  reason  being 
assigned  for  it,  he  may  be  proposed  as  a Candidate 
even  on  the  same  day  he  is  received  as  a Licentiate 
or  his  petition  is  presented  to  be  admitted  as  a Fel- 
low, provided  this  proposal  shall  be  agreed  to  by 
every  Fellow  present. 

10.  Every  motion  for  the  admission  of  a Fellow 
must  be  made  at  a regular  Quarterly  Meeting,  by 
one  of  the  Fellows  present,  and  seconded  by  ano- 
ther ; and  the  fate  of  this  motion  shall  be  determined 
by  ballot  at  the  succeeding  Quarterly  Meeting,  a 
majority  of  two-thirds  being  necessary  for  the  ad- 
mission of  the  Candidate. 

11.  No  Fellow  of  the  College  shall  engage  him- 
self to  any  Candidate  before  the  ballot,  nor  shall 
he  reveal  to  any  person  in  what  manner  he  did  bal 
lot,  under  the  pain  of  being  considered  as  one  who 
has  broken  his  faith  and  honour  to  the  College. 

12.  No  Candidate  for  a Fellowship  shall  take  his 
seat  in  the  College  till  the  Quarterly  Meeting  af- 
ter that  on  which  he  is  elected,  intimation  being 
then  sent  to  him  by  the  Clerk,  to  attend  in  com- 
mon with  the  other  resident  Fellows. 
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15.  When  any  non-resident  Fellow  or  Licen- 
tiate shall  come  to  practise  in  Edinburgh,  he  shall 
pay  the  additional  sum,  to  make  np  the  full  fee  of 
a resident  Fellow  or  Licentiate. 

14*.  When  any  non-resident  Fellow  wishes  to  be- 
come a resident  Fellow,  a motion  to  that  effect  must 
be  made  and  seconded  at  a Quarterly  Meeting,  and 
determined  by  ballot  at  the  succeeding  Quarterly 
Meeting,  a majority  of  two-thirds  being  necessary 
to  carry  it. 

15.  If  admitted,  he  shall  be  placed  on  the  roll  of 
attending  Fellows,  according  to  the  date  of  his  ad- 
mission as  a resident  Fellow. 

16.  The  Fellows  shall  be  placed  on  the  roll  ac- 
cording to  the  dates  of  their  admission  as  Fellows  \ 
and  when  two  or  more  Licentiates  or  Fellows  are 
admitted  on  the  same  day,  they  shall  be  entered  on 
the  roll,  according  to  the  dates  of  their  diplomas, 
and  if  their  diplomas  should  be  of  the  same  date, 
they  shall  be  enrolled  according  to  their  age. 

17.  Any  resident  Fellow  may  petition  that  his 
name  be  taken  off  the  roll  of  attendance,  which  pe- 
tition shall  be  considered  at  next  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing, a majority  of  three-fourths  being  necessary  to 
negative  it. 

18.  Any  resident  Fellow,  not  on  the  roll  of  at- 
tending Members,  may  be  replaced  by  a motion  to 
that  effect,  made  at  a Quarterly  meeting,  which 
shall  be  determined  at  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting, 
a majority  of  two-thirds  being  necessary  to  carry  it. 

1 9.  Any  resident  Fellow7  leaving  Edinburgh  for 
a length  of  time,  omitting  to  make  the  necessary 
application  to  have  his  name  taken  off  the  roll  of 
attending  Members,  or  wishing  the  same  to  be 
continued  on  it  during  his  absence,  shall  be  charged 
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with  the  arrears  of  his  annual  Contribution  to- 
wards the  expenses  of  the  College,  on  his  return. 

20.  Licentiates  of  the  Royal  College  shall  be  de- 
signed by  the  name  of  Licentiate  only,  and  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  assume  the  designation  of  “ Mem- 
ber” of  the  Royal  College  till  their  admission  as 
Fellows. 


Of  the  Fees  of  Admission. 

1.  The  Fee  to  be  paid  by  every  Candidate,  for 
admission  into  the  College  as  a resident  Fellow  or 
resident  Licentiate,  is  L.105. 

2.  rI  he  Fee  to  be  paid  by  every  Candidate  for 
admission  as  a non-resident  Fellow,  or  non-resident 
Licentiate,  is  L.55. 

The  above  Fees  are  exclusive  of  the  tax  or 
stamp-duty  now  payable,  or  which  may  be  hereafter 
imposed  by  Government  on  the  admission  of  Fel- 
lows or  Licentiates,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  Can- 
didates. 

3.  All  Candidates  for  admission  as  Fellows  or  as 
Licentiates,  must  pay  their  Fees  of  admission  to 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  tax  or  stamp-duty  payable 
at  the  time  to  Government,  previous  to  presenting 
their  petitions. 

The  stamp-duties  at  present  amount  to  L.15  for 
a Licence,  and  L.25  for  a Fellowship. 

The  Censors. 

The  Two  Censors,  with  the  President,  as  autho-  . 
rised  by  the  Charter  of  the  College,  are  to  call  be- 
fore them  unlicensed  Practitioners,  and  are  to  sit 
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as  Judges  upon  them,  on  giving  notice  to  the  Ma- 
gistrates of  Edinburgh,  that  they  may,  if  they  in- 
cline, appoint  one  of  the  Bailies,  to  sit  as  an  Asses- 
sor on  such  occasions. 


ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  SURGEONS  OF 
EDINBURGH. 

The  Diploma  of  the  Boyal  College  of  Sur- 
geons of  Edinburgh  confers  the  title  only  of  Li- 
centiate. Members  or  Fellows  are  admitted  into 
the  College  under  other  conditions,  which  the  fol- 
lowing extracts  from  the  laws  will  shew. 


of  the  examination  and  admission  of 
ordinary  FELLOWS. 

Of  those  who  may  be  Candidates. 

Every  Candidate  shall  lodge  a Petition  for  admis- 
sion with  the  President  ; who,  along  with  his 
Council,  shall  fix  a day  for  his  first  examination, 
if  no  objections  appear  to  them  against  him  ; other- 
wise the  petition  shall  be  referred  to  a meeting  of 
the  College. 

The  President  and  his  Council  shall  not  permit 
any  person  to  enter  on  his  examinations  who  has 
not  had  a liberal  education,  and  who  has  not  follow- 
ed the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  Candidates  for 
the  ordinary  Diploma. 


200  MEDICAL  CORPORATIONS. 


No  person  shall  be  admitted  a Fellow  who  is  un- 
der twenty-one  years  of  age. 

No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  President, 
until  the  Treasurer  has  certified  that  the  Candidate 
has  lodged  his  entry-money,  which,  in  absence  of 
the  Treasurer,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  President 
or  Clerk,  who  shall  certify  the  same. 

No  Candidate  shall  be  admitted  until  he  has  pro- 
duced to  the  College  his  ticket  as  a Burgess  of  the 
City  of  Edinburgh,  which  he  shall  do  at  his  last 
examination. 

No  Candidate  who  has  served  an  Apprenticeship 
of  five  years  with  a Fellow,  shall  be  received  on  his 
examinations  on  the  footing  of  an  Apprentice,  until 
he  has  lodged  his  discharged  Indentures  with  the 
President,  or  a Certificate  from  the  Clerk  that 
such  indenture  has  been  discharged. 

Of  the  Entry -Money . 

The  entry-money  of  Sons  of  Fellows  who  have 
entered  on  or  before  the  15th  of  May  1820,  shall 
be  L.8,  6s.  8d. 

The  entry-money  of  Sons-in-law  of  Fellows  who 
have  entered  on  or  before  the  15th  of  May  1820, 
shall  be  L.16,  13s.  4d. 

The  entry-money  of  Sons  and  Sons-in-law  of 
Fellows,  who  have  entered  subsequent  to  loth  May 
1820,  or  who  shall  enter  in  future,  shall  be  not  less 
than  L.100  Sterling. 

The  entry-money  of  all  who  have  served  regular 
Apprenticeships  of  five  years,  and  whose  Inden- 
tures shall  have  been  executed  before  the  20th  of 
November  1811,  shall  be  L.45,  6s.  Sd.;  and  all 
such,  who  petition  for  admission  before  the  expira- 
tion of  three  years  from  the  end  of  their  appren- 
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ticeships,  shall  pay  L.8,  6s.  8d.  for  each  year  of 
that  time  which  is  unexpired,  and  proportionally 
for  a shorter  period,  over  and  above  the  foresaid 
sum  of  L-43,  6s.  8d. 

The  entry-money  of  all  Apprentices  for  five  years, 
whose  Indentures  are  dated  on  or  after  the  20th  of 
November  1811,  shall  be  L.100  Sterling. 

The  entry-money  of  all  other  persons  shall  be 
L.250  Sterling. 

The  half  of  all  fees  that  are  received  for  the  ad- 
mission of  Fellows  belongs  to  the  Widows’  Fund, 
agreeably  to  the  Acts  of  Parliament  establishing 
that  fund  ; and  the  same  shall  accordingly  be  paid 
over  by  the  Treasurer,  or  other  person  receiving 
it,  to  the  Collector  of  the  fund,  as  soon  as  received. 
The  other  half  belongs  to  the  Ordinary  Funds  of 
he  College. 

. Every  Candidate  for  admission  as  an  ordinary 
Fellow,  shall  undergo  three  examinations  ; each  of 
which  shall  be  by  a class  of  the  Examinators,  and 
all  of  them  at  meetings  of  the  College ; it  being 
specified  in  the  billet  of  each  Member,  that  an  exa- 
mination of  a Candidate,  for  becoming  a Fellow  of 
the  College,  is  to  take  place. 

Of  Probationary  Essays . 

Fourteen  days  previous  to  his  first  examination, 
the  Candidate  shall  deliver  to  the  President  an 
Essay  in  manuscript,  of  his  own  composition,  on 
some  subject  of  Surgery  or  Surgical  Anatomy, 
which  shall  be  submitted  by  him  to  the  three  senior 
Examinators,  who,  having  read  the  Essay,  shall 
meet  together  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
propriety  of  their  giving  it  their  sanction.  If  it  be 
approved  of  by  them,  they  shall  append  their  names 
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to  it,  and  it  shall  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the 
Candidate,  in  an  uniform  manner,  according  to  a 
form  lodged  with  the  Clerk. 

Of  Apprentices. 

It  is  recommended  that  no  Fellow  shall  take 
an  Apprentice  for  five  years  at  a lower  fee  than 
L.60  Sterling,  besides  the  expense  of  board  and 
lodging. 

2.  If  an  Apprentice  who  has  been  bound  for  five 
years,  shall  serve  his  master  faithfully  and  dili- 
gently for  four  years,  he  may,  with  the  consent  of 
his  master,  be  allowed  to  leave  his  service  at  any 
period  after  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year  of  his 
apprenticeship,  without  any  forfeiture  of  his  privi- 
leges. 

If  an  Apprentice,  who  is  bound  for  five  years, 
shall  leave  his  service  at  or  after  the  expiration  of 
the  first  three  years,  but  before  the  expiration  of 
the  fourth  year  of  his  apprenticeship  ; and  if  his 
master  is  then  willing  to  discharge  his  Indentures, 
and  shall  certify  that  he  has  served  faithfully  for 
three  years  \ though  such  Apprentice  shall  forfeit 
the  privileges  of  a five  years1  Indenture,  he  shall 
be  on  the  same  footing,  when  Candidate  for  an  or- 
dinary Diploma,  as  if  his  Indenture  had  originally 
been  for  three  years. 

When  any  person  has  been  upon  trials  with  a 
Fellow,  in  the  view  of  entering  into  Indentures 
with  him  for  five  years,  such  Fellow  may  intimate 
to  the  President  his  intention  of  applying  to  the 
College,  to  allow  the  period  of  such  trial  to  be  con- 
sidered as  part  of  his  apprenticeship  of  five  years  ; 
and  upon  this  being  certified  by  the  President,  the 
College  may  agree  to  the  same  : It  being  declared, 
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that  this  privilege  shall  in  no  case  be  extended  to  a 
longer  period  than  six  months  prior  to  the  applica- 
tion to  the  President : and  likewise,  that  no  Inden- 
ture shall  commence  before  the  day  on  which  it  is 
signed,  but  with  the  express  permission  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

There  shall  be  paid  by  every  Apprentice  for  five 
years,  except  by  Sons  of  Fellows,  the  sum  of  L.25 
Sterling;  L.10  of  which  shall  belong  to  the  Ordi- 
nary Funds  of  the  College,  and  L.15  to  the  Auxi- 
liary Widows’  Fund.  And  there  shall  be  paid  by 
every  Apprentice  or  Servant  for  less  than  five 
years,  excepting  Sons  of  Fellows,  L.l,  13s.  6d.  to 
the  Funds  of  the  College.  These  sums  shall  be 
drawn  by  the  Clerk  when  the  Indenture  is  signed, 
and  he  shall  account  for  the  same  accordingly. 

No  Master  or  Company  shall  have  a right  to 
transfer  Apprentices  to  any  other  Master  ; but  if 
circumstances  occur,  by  which  a Fellow  cannot  con- 
tinue to  implement  his  part  of  an  Indenture,  he 
may,  with  consent  of  his  Apprentice,  or  the  Ap- 
prentice himself  may,  in  such  case,  apply  to  the 
College  to  have  the  Indentures  transferred  to  an- 
other Member,  whom  the  College  shall  empower  to 
discharge  the  same  at  the  expiry  thereof.  In  case 
of  the  death  of  a Master,  the  Apprentice  may  in 
like  manner  apply  to  be  transferred  to  another  Mem- 
ber. 

The  name  of  no  Apprentice  for  five  years  shall 
be  entered  in  the  books  of  the  College,  until  he  has 
been  presented  for  approbation  at  a meeting  of  the 
College. 

When  it  is  wanted  to  enter  into  an  Indenture  for 
five  years,  without  conferring  any  right  to  the 
Freedom  of  the  Incorporation,  and  without  paying 
the  high  booking-money  of  L.25;  it  shall  be  lawful 
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to  do  so;  and  in  that  case,  a clause  shall  be  insert- 
ed in  the  Indenture,  declaring  that  the  same  is 
not  intended  to  convey  any  right  to  the  Freedom, 
and  that  the  Indenture  shall  not  he  recorded  in  the 
Books  of  the  Dean  of  Guild  ; and  in  all  such  cases 
the  booking-money  shall  be  only  L.l,  15s.  6d.  as 
fee  of  Indentures  under  five  years. 


THE  KING-  AND  QUEEN’S  COLLEGE  OF 
PHYSICIANS  IN  IRELAND. 

This  College,  by  charter,  has  the  power  to  pre- 
vent unlicensed  Physicians  from  practising  in  Dub- 
lin, and  within  seven  miles  thereof. 

Graduates  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  and  Trinity 
College  only  are  admitted  as  Fellows. 

The  Regulations  as  to  Licentiates  are  as  follows  : 
Of  the  Qualification  and  Admission  of  Licentiates. 

The  President  shall  not  promise  an  examination, 
or  appoint  a day  for  examination,  until  he  shall 
have  notified  the  application  of  the  Candidate  at  a 
Meeting  of  the  College  ; and  in  case  the  College 
disapprove  of  his  general  character,  or  of  his  moral 
conduct,  he  shall  not  be  admitted  to  an  examina- 
tion. 

Every  Candidate,  previously  to  being  admitted 
to  an  examination  for  Licence,  shall  produce  a Cer- 
tificate of  a Medical  Degree  ; and  should  the  same 
have  been  obtained  at  a University  where  resident 
study  and  examination  are  not  required,  he  shall. 
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in  addition,  produce  testimonials  of  his  having  at- 
tended the  full  courses  of  Medical  Lectures,  and  in 
the  manner  usually  required  before  obtaining  a Me- 
dical Degree  in  Universities  where  resident  study 
is  necessary. 

Every  Candidate  who  comes  before  the  College 
for  examination  shall  pay  twenty -five  pounds  two 
shillings  and  eightpence  halfpenny,  previously  to 
the  first  examination  ; and  the  like  sum  on  the  se- 
cond, unless  he  reside  upwards  of  seven  miles  from 
the  city  of  Dublin,  in  which  case  the  first  fee  alone 
shall  be  required. 

The  President  shall  not  summon  the  College  for 
the  examination  of  any  Candidate  for  Licence  until 
he  has  received  the  Treasurer’s  certificate,  stating 
that  the  accustomed  fee  has  been  lodged  in  his 
hands  j and  in  case  the  Candidate  be  not  approved 
of,the  fee  for  that  examination  shall  be  returned. 

Every  Candidate  for  a Licence  shall,  previously 
to  his  first  examination,  sign  the  following  declara- 
tion : 

“ I,  A.  B.,  hereby  authorize,  by  my  signature, 
the  Registrar  of  the  King  and  Queen’s  College  of 
Physicians  in  Ireland,  to  erase  my  name  from  the 
list  of  Licentiates,  and  to  have  all  privileges  as  a 
Licentiate  withdrawn,  if  I shall  at  any  time,  after 
having  obtained  a Licence  from  said  College,  prac- 
tise as  a Surgeon  or  Apothecary  within  the  city  of 
Dublin,  or  seven  miles  thereof,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  as  an  active  or  silent  partner,  notwith- 
standing any  power  or  authority  granted,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  me  by  any  other  body 
whatsoever,  without  having  first  obtained  permis- 
sion to  do  so  under  the  seal  of  the  College  j or  if  I 
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shall  at  any  time  practise  as  a Physician  within  the 
said  limits  of  seven  miles  from  the  city  of  Dublin, 
without  having  previously  paid  the  full  fees  required 
of  practitioners  within  the  same,  by  the  regulations 
of  the  College.” 

Every  Candidate  for  a Licence  to  practice  Phy- 
sic shall  be  twice  examined  by  the  President  and 
Censors  of  the  College,  according  to  the  following 
form  ; and  the  distance  between  each  examination 
shall  not  exceed  six  months.  At  the  first  exami- 
nation he  shall  be  examined  in  Anatomy  and  Phy- 
siology, in  Chemistry,  in  Botany,  and  in  Materia 
Medica,  each  of  the  Censors,  according  to  his  seni- 
ority, selecting  at  the  annual  election  one  of  the 
above  branches  for  his  share  of  the  examination. 
At  the  second  examination  the  junior  Censor  shall 
examine  in  Pharmacy  ; the  third  in  Acute  Dis- 
eases ; the  second  in  Chronic  Diseases  ; the  senior 
in  the  Non-naturals;  and  the  President  shall  exa- 
mine in  Hippocrates’  Aphorisms,  Prognostics,  and 
Epidemics,  in  Aretaeus  Cappadox,  and  Galen  De 
Usu  Partium,  all  in  Greek,  in  one  or  more  of  the 
said  books,  according  to  his  choice.  When  the 
College  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the  answering  of 
any  Candidate,  it  shall  be  in  their  power,  if  they 
think  fit,  to  repeat  the  examination  of  either  day, 
at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  two  months  ; but,  for 
such  adjourned  days  of  examination,  the  Censors 
shall  not  receive  additional  fees. 

Only  one  Candidate  for  Licence  shall  be  exa- 
mined on  one  and  the  same  day. 

All  Licentiates  of  this  College  shall  have  permis- 
sion to  attend  the  meetings  during  the  examinations 
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for  Licence,,  snd  they  shall  receive  two  days  notice 
of  the  same.

Hospital  Assistant. 

The  Candidate  for  this,  the  first  appointment  in 
the  Medical  Department,  must  be  unmarried  ; not 
under  twenty-one,  nor  above  twenty  six  years  of 
age.  He  either  must  produce  Certificates  of  having 
served  a regular  Apprenticeship  of  not  less  than 
three  years,  (to  a Member  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
Surgeons  of  London,  Dublin,  or  Edinburgh,  will  be 
preferred,)  and  of  attendance  for  one  year,  at  least, 
in  an  Hospital  or  Infirmary  of  celebrity  j or  if  he 
has  not  served  an  Apprenticeship,  he, must  produce 
Certificates  of  two  years1  attendance  in  an  Hospital, 
with  one  on  Practical  Pharmacy.  He  is  to  possess 
a Diploma  from  one  of  the  Royal  Colleges  mention- 
ed, and  must  exhibit  Certificates  of  regular  attend- 
ance on  courses  of  Study  on  the  following  branches 
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of  professional  knowledge,  at  established  schools  of 
eminence,  viz.

It  will  be  considered  an  additional  recommenda- 
tion, to  Gentlemen  entering  the  Service,  to  have 
attended  Lectures  on 

Diseases  of  the  Eye,  ancT  on 
Forensic  Medicine, 

and  likewise  Public  Establishments  for  the  treat- 
ment of  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  and  of  Mental  De- 
rangement. 

Gentlemen  who  have  had  an  University  Educa' 
tion  will  always  be  preferred.  It  is  desirable  tha*- 
all  should  have  studied  Mathematics,  Natural  Phi- 
losophy, and  Natural  History;  but  a liberal  Edu- 
cation, and  a competent  knowledge  of  the  Greek 
and  Latin  Languages,  are  indispensably  requisite 
in  every  Candidate. 
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Assistant  Surgeons , and  Surgeons. 

With  the  above  recited  Qualifications,  Hospital 
Assistants  will  he  entitled  to  promotion  as  Assist- 
ant-Surgeons and  Regimental  Surgeons ; but  every 
Gentleman  must  have  served  five  years  at  least  in 
the  junior  appointments,  before  he  can  be  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Regimental  Surgeon.  In  addition  to 
competent  professional  knowledge,  the  greater  the 
attainments  of  Gentlemen  in  various  branches  of 
Science,  the  more  eligible  will  they  be  deemed  for 
promotion. 

Gentlemen  already  in  the  Service  are  earnestly 
recommended  to  avail  themselves  of  every  opportu- 
nity of  adding  to  their  knowledge,  by  attending 
Universities  or  Schools  ; for  which  purpose,  every 
facility  in  his  power  will  be  afforded  by  the  Direc- 
tor-General. They  are  especially  desired  to  trans- 
mit to  this  Office  statements  of  such  Classes  as 
they  attend  subsequently  to  their  Examinations  be- 
fore this  Board,  either  on  professional  or  on  other 
branches  of  Science,  that  the  same  may  be  duly 
registered  here  ; and  every  Officer  must  be  prepar- 
ed to  undergo  further  examination  before  he  can 
obtain  promotion,  or  return  to  the  duties  of  the 
Service  from  the  Half-Pay  List. 


Physician  and  Surgeon  to  the  Forces. 

Medical  Officers  are  encouraged  to  look  forward 
to  the  appointment  of  Surgeon  to  the  Forces,  and 
of  Physician  to  the  Forces  ; and  to  endeavour  espe- 
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cially  to  qualify  themselves  for  either  rank,  accord- 
ing to  the  bent  of  their  inclinations,  and  to  their 
previous  studies. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Candidates  for  the  Com- 
mission of  Surgeon  to  the  Forces,  shall  have  at- 
tended a Public  Hospital  of  celebrity  at  least  two 
years ; and  it  is  desirable  that  one  of  them  should 
have  been  passed  at  a London  Hospital. 

The  rank  of  Physician  to  the  Forces  requires,  in 
addition  to  the  knowledge  and  experience  to  be 
gained  in  the  regular  progress  of  study  and  of  ser- 
vice, that  the  Candidate  should  be  a Fellow  or  Li- 
centiate of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Lon- 
don, or  a Graduate  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  Dublin,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  or,  under 
the  Regulations  lately  adopted  by  them,  of  the 
Universities  of  St  Andrews  or  Aberdeen. 

Although  the  British  Schools  are  specified,  it  is 
to  be  understood  that  Candidates  who  have  receiv- 
ed regular  Education  in  approved  Foreign  Univer- 
sities, or  Schools,  will  be  admitted  to  Examina- 
tion. 

In  all  the  steps  of  promotion  in  the  Medical  Ser- 
vice of  the  Army,  they  who  give  the  best  proofs  of 
diligent  exertion  in  the  performance  of  public  duty, 
and  of  attention  in  the  acquirement  of  practical 
knowledge,  by  taking  every  opportunity  of  adding 
thereto,  will  be  regarded  as  the  most  eligible  for 
advancement.

“ that  no  person  be  admitted  to  be  a Candidate  for 
the  situation  of  Assistant-Surgeon  in  the  Royal 
Navy,  who  shall  not  produce  a Certificate  from  one 
of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  London,  Edin- 
burgh, and  Dublin,  of  his  fitness  for  that  office, 
nor  for  that  of  Surgeon,  unless  he  shall  produce  a 
Diploma,  or  Certificate,  from  one  of  the  said  Royal 
Colleges,  founded  on  an  examination  to  be  passed 
subsequently  to  his  appointment  of  Assistant-Sur- 
geon, as  to  the  Candidate’s  fitness  for  the  situation 
of  Surgeon  in  the  Navy  j and  that,  in  every  case, 
the  Candidate  producing  such  Certificate  or  Diplo- 
ma, shall  also  undergo  a further  examination  be- 
fore the  Medical  Commissioners  of  the  Victualling 
Board,  touching  his  qualifications  in  all  the  neces- 
sary branches  and  points  of  Medicine  and  Surgery 
for  each  of  the  slepsin  the  Naval  Medical  Service.” 
The  Commissioners  for  Victualling  his  Majesty’s 
Navy.  &c.  do  hereby  signify,  for  the  infoi'mation 
of  those  persons  to  whom  it  may  relate,  that  these 
regulations  and  directions  will  be  strictly  adhered 
to  in  future  ; and  further,  that  previously  to  the 
admission  of  Assistant-Surgeons  intp  the  Navy,  it 
will  be  required  that  they  should  have  received  a 
classical  education,  and  possess,  in  particular,  a 
competent  knowledge  of  Latin  ; also 

That  they  should  have  served  an  apprenticeship, 
or  have  been  employed  in  an  Apothecary’s  shop,  for 
not  less  than  two  years. 
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That  their  age  should  not  be  less  than  20  years, 
nor  more  that  26  years. 

That  they  should  have  attended  an  Hospital  in 
London,  Edinburgh,  Dublin,  or  Glasgow,  for  twelve 
months ; and 

That  they  should  have  attended  Lectures,  Ax.  on 
the  following  subjects,  for  periods  not  less  than 
here-under  stated,  viz — 


Anatomy, 18  Months. 

Surgery, 18  do. 

Theory  of  Medicine,  ....  12  do. 

Practice  of  ditto, 12  do. 

Chemistry, 6 do. 

Materia  Medica,  6 do. 

Midwifery,  ........  6 do. 


Actual  dissections  of  the  human  body,  6 do. 

Although  the  above  are  the  only  qualifications; 
which  are  absolutely  required  in  Candidates  for  the 
appointment  of  Assistant-Surgeon,  a preference  will 
be  given  to  those  who,  by  possessing  a knowledge 
of  diseases  of  the  Eye,  and  of  any  branch  of  science 
connected  with  the  profession,  such  as  Botany, 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  Natural  Philosophy,  Ac. 
appear  to  be  more  peculiarly  eligible  for  admission 
into  the  Service. 

It  is  also  to  be  observed,  that,  by  the  rules  of  the 
Service,  no  Assistant  Surgeon  can  be  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Surgeon  until  he  shall  have  been  three 
years  in  the  former  capacity ; and  the  Board  have 
resolved  that  not  any  Diploma  or  Certificate  of  Ex- 
amination from  either  of  the  aforesaid  Koyal  Col- 
leges, shall  be  admitted  towards  the  qualification  for 
Surgeon,  unless  the  Diploma  or  Certificate  shall 
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be  obtained  on  an  Examination  passed  after  a period 
of  not  less  than  three  years  from  the  date  of  the 
party’s  admission  into  the  Service.

REGULATIONS 

For  the  Admission  of  Medical  Gentlemen  into  the 
East  India  Company's  Service , as  Assistant- Sur- 
geons Jor  India. 

Age. 

The  Assistant  Surgeon  must  not  be  under 
twenty-two  years ; in  proof  of  which  he  must  pro- 
duce an  extract  from  the  register  of  the  parish  in 
which  he  was  born,  or  his  own  affidavit. 

Qualification  in  Surgery. 

A Diploma  from  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
of  London,  or  of  the  Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  Dub- 
lin or  Edinburgh,  or  of  the  College  and  University 
of  Glasgow,  or  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Glasgow,  is  deemed  satisfactory  as  to  his 
knowledge  of  Surgery.  The  above  testimonials 
must  be  produced  upon  his  receiving  his  nomina- 
tion from  a Member  of  the  Court  of  Directors. 

Qualification  in  Physic. 

The  Assistant-Surgeon  will  then  be  sent  to  Dr 
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Chambers,  the  Company’s  examining  Physician, 
with  the  under-mentioned  letter : — 

“ Sir, — I have  the  commands  of  the  Committee 
for  passing  military  appointments,  to  request  you 

will  please  to  examine  Mr  , and  certify 

whether  he  is  now  qualified  in  Physic  to  serve  as 
an  Assistant-Surgeon  at  any  of  the  Company’s  Pre- 
sidencies in  the  East  Indies  ; and  if  not,  at  what 
period  you  think  he  may  be  sufficiently  qualified  to 
obtain  your  Certificate.” 

The  following  Regulations  have  been  resolved  on 
by  the  Court,  in  reference  to  the  examination  he  is 
to  undergo  by  Dr  Chambers  : — 

That  every  person  nominated  an  Assistant-Sur- 
geon be  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  the 
practice  of  Physic,  in  which  examination  will  be 
included  as  much  Anatomy  and  Physiology  as  is 
necessary  for  understanding  the  causes  and  treat- 
ment of  internal  Diseases,  as  well  as  the  art  of  pre- 
scribing and  compounding  Medicines. 

That  upon  the  Assistant-Surgeon  presenting  him- 
self to  Dr  Chambers,  he  be  required  to  produce  to 
him  satisfactory  proof  of  his  having  attended  at  least 
one  course  of  Lectures  on  the  Practice  of  Physic, 
and,  above  all,  of  his  having  attended  diligently  the 
Practice  of  the  Physicians  at  some  general  Hospi- 
tal in  London,  Edinburgh,  Dublin,  or  Glasgow, 
for  at  least  six  months  ; or  at  some  Dispensary  in 
London  for  at  least  twelve  months  ; and  that  unless 
he  produce  such  proof,  it  be  deemed  a want  of  pro- 
per qualification,  and  be  immediately  reported  as 
such  by  the  examining  Physician,  to  the  Committee 
for  passing  Military  Appointments. 
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The  Assistant-Surgeon  will  finally  be  required  to 
execute  Covenants  in  the  Secretary’s  Office,  and 
find  security  in  two  persons  to  the  extent  of  L. 500, 
jointly  and  severally,  for  the  due  performance  of 
those  Covenants.* 

The  Assistant-Surgeon  must  also  attend  a Course 
of  Dr  Gilchrist’s  Lectures  on  Hindostanee  for 
two  months. 

Certificates  are  received  from  any  school,  char- 
tered or  unchartered.
